"Since RofflaD jurisprudence, two thousand years ago, a basic saxlm 
of criminal investigation has been C0I BOKO? Wh' gains? Who stands to be- 
nefit from the crime? 


"ITiat question has not been asJced by the Dallas police. 

"It has not been ashed by District Attorney Wade. 

"It has not been asked by the FBI. 

"It is not being asked by the Warren Commission, for all one knows 
at this time," 

Those were the opening lines of Chapter 15 {"Cui Bone?") of my 
first book on the assassination of President John P. Kennedy, OSWALD: 

Assassin or Fall Guy? , which was published three months before the Warren 
Commissicn wound up its work. 

As a matter of fact, the Commission never bothered to ask that 
all-important question and this failure alone suffices to stamp its ostensib- 
ly painstaking investigation as a sham and a fraud. For, COI BOKO? is the 
touchstone of honest intent in any inquest. Jlnd the person v/ho stands to 
benefit most from any given crime, and you have found the most likely suspect 

Needless to say. CUI BOZfO? is not enou^, al.l by itself, to estab- 
lish guilt. But it is the strongest indication to start out from in any 
honest inquiry into a capital crime.lt should be used, and has thus been 
used, for thousands of yoars, in all civilized countries, as the most reliable 
guidepost leading a criminal Investigation in the ri^t direction. 

CUI BOKO? serves to establish a presumption which can be overcome 
by an alibi or by conclusive counter-evidence, but Afhich also must be over- 
come by the most likely suspect. Tc simply Ignore this basic element of law * 
ful inquiry, as the Dallas Police, the District Attorney, the FBI, the Secret 
Service and the Warren Commissicn have done with remarkable unanimity is, of 
itself, convincing proof of a conspiracy, in hi^i quarters, to suppress the 
truth. 

The Wai'ren Comraission, unable by its own account, to ostataliah any 
!cind of plausible motive in the case of its "presumed" culprit, Lee Harvey 
Oswald, simply let it go at that. It chose to look no further. In spite of 
the fact that my hook, which the Commission studied very carefully, pointedly 
raised the CUI EOKO? question, the seven sages, most of then trained lawyers, 
ocnspicuously shunned any contact vjitli that guidepost towards truth and 
reality. They were commanded to bs blind by the ao-callcd reason of state 
and therefore had no use for a motive. Tliey shranlt av.’ay from the mere thou^t 
of CUI EOWO? a.s though it were the plague. 


The press, I'/hich in a31 Its history has never played a more 
paltry role than it did in the Oswald case, also shied away from raising 
the overriding question of motive, Hone of those /jreat muckralrj.ns reporters 
crusading editors, opinion-making columnists and fearless commeucators 
America used to be so proud of bothered to ask that simple, indispensable 
question: CUI EOKO? If there were Pulitzer prizes for che best job in non- 
reporting and non-investigation, one would be hard put to it to pick the 



most deserving candidate.

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Being no longer a respectable aember of the presa» but an irres- 
ponsible ruffior-monger, speculator , ghoul and kook, I alone raised the 
question of CBI BONO? and devoted a whole chapter of Oswald: Assassin or 
Fall Guy ? to it. Among other things* I wrote in that book: 

•'The hatred of Mr. Kennedy by the racists is well known; less~^ 
well known is the hatred of certain Texas oil millionaires, such as H.L./ 

Hunt, and the hatred of certain military leaders of whom General Walker I 
was only the most notorious. They all feared that Mr. Kennedy, with his 
test-ban treaty, his neutralization of Laos, his dislike of Latin Asterlcam 
militarists, and his quiet feelers towards Castro, intended to put an end \ 
to the Cold War, cut back the armaments budget and bring under control } 

the Warfare State - that 'military-industrial complex* which President I 
Eisenhower had excoriated, and warned the nation about, in his farewel^,.-*^ 
address.” 


In the voluminous fan moil which I received after the publication ' 
of Oswald: ^sae^n or Fall Guy? there alao came a curious pamphlet entitle! * 
”LBJ - A Political Biography.” Published by "Liberty Lobby," a notorious 
right-wing outdlt, this pamphlet would not normally have retained my atten- 
tion, except for the eye-catching unsigned note attached to it. This note 
read: 

"If you wish to broaden your speculations on COI ECHO? - 


Read this! " 


So 1 read the pamphlet which turned out to be an extract from 
the book "A Texan looks at Lyndon ." by J. 33 vett 0 Haley. I lost no time 
getting hold of a copy of the complete took which is sub- titled: A STUDY 
IN ILLEGITIMATE POWER. Although it was written by an arch-Conserxrative 
and, curiously enough, a pal of the ultra-Right leader. General Edwin A. 
Walker, I found this book, published in semi- clendoe tin! ty by the author 
himself (The Palo Duro Press, Canyon, Texas) utterly absorbing. Haley, 
a 66-year-old rancher, historian and politician (^^^nsuccessfully ran 
for Governor of Texas in 19%) knows a great deal about the antecedents, 
background and character of his fellow countryman from Texas, Ljuidon B. 
Johnson, than ever transpired into public knowledge, I£ls unflattering por- 
trait of Johnson as a man whose whole public cai’eer and private fottune 
(about 14 million dollars) are based on the exercise of 'yLllegitlmate 
power" is the more Impressive because the author conspicuously fails to 
indict IJBJ for the ultimate in iXlegitinate power, usurpation of the pre- 
sidency. In the eyes of J, Evotts Hciley, Lee Harvoy Oswald Kennedy's 
aasasnin and he was of course inopired by the Communists. Even ilalsy, who 
has done the most ruthless job so far of stripping the emperor of his 
resplendent clothes, shuns the question of CUI BOKO? and complacently ac- 
cepts the official version of v/hat happened in Dallas on Rov. 22, 1963. 

But then, after all, he is a Texan, toe, and so is his friend. General 
Walker. Future historians may wonder, though, how any member of their 
craft could uossibly write a "Study in lllegitiraate Power" having as its 
subject Lyndon B. Johnson and publish it in 19&-, mind you.'xlthcut ever 
even inquiring Into the mere possibility that the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy may have been the last step on a long road to illegtt.imate 


power. 

Some of Haley's associates in "Liberty Lobby," however, appear 
to have indulged in second thougiits on the matter, for what else coixld 
have been the meaning of their challeng® to me: "If you wish to broaden 
your speculations on CUI BOHO? - Read tliia!" 
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Not that the idea of 'ihroadening my epeculations" in the direction 
of LBJ had escaped my mind altogether until then. Aa a natter of fact, 
the very flret thing I wrote about the aasas^nation of president Kennedy 
v;as full of suspicicn that the then Viee‘>President had something to do 
with it. lhat was a four*page,i 2,000>word memo I dispatched from 

New York, On November 2>, 1963* to Henri Nannen, editor-in-chief of ger 
Stern , Germany's biggest illustrated weekly, in which I pointed out that 
the official version of the Dallas tragedy was an obvicus fraud, designed 
to cover up for the real pattern of events. In the first paragraph of 
that memo, I wrote: 

"Lyndon B. Johneon has entered the White House at a moment 
a scandal of incalculable potentialities, that has been brewing for weeks* 
threatened to put an abrupt and irreversible end to his political career. 
This is h 2 ird, historical fact. Although it appears certain that this em- 
barrassing fact will be hushed up on ell sides, the truth some day is 
bound to come out." 

The reference, of course, was to the Bobby Baker scandal* \yhich 
I have considered all along the hidden key to the assassination, as will 
be set forth in detail in a following chapter. In my memo to Per Stern 
I recalled the basic facts of that scandal in which Lyndon B. Johnson 
had found himself deeply Implicated (both on the financial and the moral 
sides of it) and also quoted Diehard Nixon's prediction, uncannily made 
at Dallas, on November 21, 1963, that President Kennedy would "dump Lynd^" 
at the 1964 elections. 

"Johnson, then, was going to be fired - politically," I v»rote 
in that memo, "and as a result Kennedy was fired upon by means of a hi^- 
powered rifle." 

After showing up the absurdities of the official version, which 
wore plainly discernible from the start, I Y/ent on to say: 

"Nobody appears to consider the self-evident fact that an assas^ 
sination of this type cannot have been the work of a single individual. 

What ie even more Important, the elementary maxim GUI BONO?, which was 
a keystone even in Roman jurieprudence, was disregarded completely. Who 
benefited from the Dallas murder? The Soviet Union? Castro? N^ - the Dlxie> 
crats did. And now their man is in the saddle (and the Baker q^dal most 
likely will be svYept under the rug). The guns of Dallas hit their target 
dead center with an accuracy unsurpassed in history." 

Herr Nanuen was so Impressed with this memo that he immediately 
asked me to fly to Dallas euid to carry on there a private investigation 
of what really had happened. Ee also cabled the necessary funds for that 
purpose and later signed a contract with me which provided for the publi- 
cation in Per Stern of a scries of three articles detailing ray findings 
in Dallas, which ran counter, in ^most every respect, to the official 
version. And, although Kerr Nannen later reneged on this contract, apparent- 
ly under official pressure, he thus set In motion a lino of lnq\d.ry which 
so far has resulted in five books I havo published about the assassination 

I feel certain. 
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I also meant to air »y original suspicions of Lyndon 6. Johnson 
in the CUI BOKO? chapter of Oswald; Assassin or Fall Guy? , but my publisher, 
Carl Marzanl, vetoed that project, I don't blame him for it, for even 
today It Is practically Impossible to find a commercial publisher who 
would dare to print "The Case Against Lyndon B. Johnson, " even thou^ 
that case now Is immeasurably stronger than it was in 1964* The reason 
is obvious: almost everywhere in the world, the heads of state are pro- 
tected by the law against "libel, " even though the charges levelled at them 
may be completely true, To be sure, in America the Chief Executive is not 
thus automatically protected but in practice he too, is inviolable because 
of unbreakable publishing taboos. There is a national consensus that the 
President can do no wrong (except for the trivial things that are used as 
ammunition in the political combat) - even thou^ the wrong he is doing hit 
you ri^t between the eyes. 

Marzani was brave enough putting out a book that shacked official- 
dom speechlesu - end the press, too. I really can*t hold it against him 
that he cut out the hl^ly uncomplimentary remarks about LBJ which I had 
planned to include in the book. ^ 

Peter Dawnay, too, went the limit - especially for an En^ishman ^ 
in publishing so explosive a book as Oswald; Tho Truth , and its companion p 
volume, Marina Oswald , both of which squarely put the finger on the CIA^^ 
and the FBI as the forces behind the assassination. But, of course, 
neither the Cl A nor the FBI could have acted on their own in such a case. 
They had to have advance assurance of impunity and that assurance could 
come only from the man who was predestined to become Chief Executive the 
moment President Kennedy had died. And to put the finger on that man, 
publicly, was no more possible for Peter Dawnay than for Carl Marzani. 

Thus the ultimate conclusion of my inquiry had to be left for private 
publl cation. 

If the afore-mentioned challenge from "liberty Lobby" didn't 
exactly provide me with a fresh line of thought, it nevertheless helped 
to crystallize my conclusions, for even I, who never held authority in 
high esteem, had been somewhat reluctant until then, to think out what 
to this day remains unthlnlcable to all but a handful of people; that the 
only logical explanation of v/hat happened at Dallas is predicated on the 
assumption that Lyndon B, Johnson raasterminded the plot. 

Here we come to a second important tenet of honest criminal in- 
vestigation - a study of the character and antecedents of the prime sus- 
pect. If the pursuit of the CUI BOHO? line of inquiry has led us towards 
a person with an obvious and strong motive for the crime, our next step 
must be to ask the question whether the suspect is capable of committing 
such a crime, What manner of man is ho? Does his record show him to be 
inordinately ambitious, greedy and ruthless? Has the shadow of murder 
ever fallen across his path before? Could he be desperate enouf^ to stake 
his whole career, his reputation, his fortune, perhaps even his life on 
the chance that tho perfect crime he is planning proves really flawless? 

Aiid, in this particular case, the question must be asked: did 
the seizure and exercise of illegitimato power over the years so con- 
dition Lyndon B, Jolmson that he would not hesitate to gamble his all 
on a final and decisive povrer grab? Does his record show Johnson to be 
capable of usurpation - even throu^i murder? If I hadn't been satisfied 
on that point before. Holey's "A Texan looks at Lyndon" convinced me. 
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CUI BONO?, as I have said before, does not constitute all by itself 
conclusive e''/idencs, but, in a case of murder apparently committed v/ifhout 
motive, such ae the Kennedy assassination, it is apt to lead the right way. 
To make light of this tried and tested instrument of criminology, as Edward 
J. Epstein has done in the December I 966 issue of Esquire magazine (*'lVho*s 
Afraid of the Warren Report?") is cheap and irresponsible, 

Epstoin, in that article, compiled a list of 55 allegedly current 
theories about the assassination, a large proportion of which are manifest- 
ly absurd. In between such conspicuous "oddball" theories as the "Manchu- 
rian Candidate Tlieory," the '•Domestic Quarrel TJieo ry, " the "Horrible Acci- 
dent Theory," the "Oedipal Theory," the "Killer-Instinct Theory," the "Crys- 
tal Ball Theory," and the "Evil-Porces Theory," the author managed to slip 
in as an equally questionable No, 28 the CUI-BONO? Theory and did so in 
this raannar: 


"28. CUI BONO THEORY 

Proponents; Izvestla , Tnid , Joachim Joesten, Barbara Gai'son, Don B. Rey- 
nolds, Jack Ruby and others. 

Thesis: Although not one shred of hard evidence has been uncovered to 
prove them rif^t, many people have taken the " Who benefited?" line of pur- 
suit and point an accusing finger at Lyndon Johnson, 

"The Soviet Government newspaper Izvegtla , after condemning the 
Warren Report as slanderous to Russia, hinted by sly innuendo that President 
Johnson may have been implicated in the assassination. They cite the soon- 
to-be published vTcrks of Joachim Joesten (seven volumes to be sold by sub- 
scriction for 0 200 ) which argues that Johnson has been covering up. The 
next day, T rud , the trade-union paper, made the accusation more forcefully," 

Let us stop hers for a moment. The intelligent reader v/ill have 
noticed Immediately that the purpose of this peculiar presentation is to 
discredit the CUI EONO Theory as a mischievous Soviet invention. By placing- 
two Moscow nevrspapera ahead of my name as "proponents" of this theory, the 
impression is conveyed that, In advancing a theory which is in fact a time- 
honored Instrument of classical criminology, I drew on coiamunist inspira- 
tion. This is but one step short of the low in argumentation reached by the 
CIA when it inolnded my book Osvrald; Assaseln or Fall Guy? , in on "inside 
report" presented to Congress In September 1965, among a list of books 
allegedly masterminded by a mystical soviet "Department of Disinformation." 
And, to make it libel-proof, thi.s bunk was inserted into the "Congressio- 
nal Record" by a good fi'lend of the CIA in the Jiouse of Representatives. 

\Vhere did Epstein get his information from, linld.ng my name and 
my writings ivith somathing that seems to have been published in two Russian 
newspapers, but which I, for one, have never seen? Apparently his source 
was a dispatch from Moscow which appeared in The New York Times on Septem- 
ber 1, 1966 , that said in part: 

"On August 17 , the Soviet Government nev/spaper, Izvestia, printed 
a long article describing the theories of a writer described as a German- 
born American, v/hose name ‘was given as Joachim Josten, in which President 
Johnson was accused of 'seizing power' end manoeuvering to cover up the 
'ultra rlghtvdng plot' to tcill President Kennedy. On Aug. 25» the trade 
union paper Trud carried a further article on Josten and made the accusa- 
tion more forceful..." 
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To tills day, I don't knew how my "soon-to-bo published'' works 
could have inspired comments in the Soviet press, and, frankly,! couldn't 
care less. VStoat niattera is that E.J. Epstein, by indiscriminatoly lumping 
together the fanciful and the rational, the absurd and the scholarly, and, 
on top of it all, by applying a coat of red paint to the Romans' GUI BOKO?, 
has done a great disservice to the search for the truth which he pretended to 
serve when he wrote Inquest , 

In the case of the Kennedy assassination, all normal rules of 
reasoning and inquiry have been thrown overboard. Those who argue that crimes 
are committed for a reason are derided as '’kooksj'' logic is thrown to the 
winds and the thousand- and-oue Improbabilities of the official version are 
simply charged off to coincidence, pure chance and the “erratic course" of 
history. Whoever dares to suggest that, through it all, a pattern shows that 
has occurred thousands of times in the annals of mankiad is treated as a luna- 
tic while the unquestioning believer in the official word gets top honors 
in the press. 

Kct long ago, there V7ae that telling headline in Pie Welt , one 
of Germany's most thoughtful newspapers: “Once again, the second man in the 
state has wrested power from the first, " The reference tras to the overthroT/ 
of President Ben Bella of Algeria by Colonel Boumedlenae, in June I 965 , Two 
years earlier, in commenting on the events of Ilovembor 1965 in Dallas, Die 
Welt had not exhibited the sane keen sense of history. But then, of course, 
Aaeiica is not Africa, 

Let the Russians chew to their heart's content on GUI EOKO? 

Let a handful of rumor-mongers and troublemakers look for hidden forces 
behind the assaasinatlcn. Richt-thinlting Americans vdll be satisfied to be- 
lieve, with Willian Manchester, that Kennedy was the victim of a lone nut 
who went berserk and killed the President of the United States for no other 
reason than because his wife, the night before, had refused him her love. 
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In a country and era governed by common sense, GUI BOKO? would 
have been enough to establish a reasonable prosumption that Vice-President 
Lyndon B, Johnson, whose desperate longing for the White Housq was no secret 
in political circles, had something to do with the vie lent removal of its 
lawful tenant.

Even this change of 
nane was dictated by tax considerations, for life Line, as a "foundation'*, 
was also tax-exempt, at any rate until a year or so ago. 



This situation rightly aroused the Ire of liberal Democratic Sena- 
tor Maurlne Neuberger (Oregon) who also in 1963 took Hunt severely to task 
in a Eonaxe speech, "Tou would think," she said, "that a man with |» 5 bil- 
lion at his disposal and an active s^een would bo willing to finance his 
own propaganda warfare. But Hunt prefers to let the federal government 
assume a subecantial portion of his political, crusades. Hunt has s3.mply 
packaged his propaganda network under the head of the Life Line Foundation, 
Inc,- and then had his business corporations - the Hunt Oil Co. and its 
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food-prf} cessing and canning division, the HLH Parade Co» - eonuaereially 
sponsor life Line propaganda throughout the countryo" 

At the request of Senator Heuherger, the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
launched an investigation of tax-exempt foundations that pretended to pur- 
sue charitable and "educational" purposes - as life Line did - while ac- 
tually engaging in political warfare against the Government and America's 
democratic institutions. By Msu-oh 1963, the Bureau had arrived at the con- 
clusion that "life line Foundation, Inc." was a prima facie case of such 
a partisan operation under false pretenses and recommended revocation 
of its tax-exempt status. The death of President Kennedy came Just in time 
to prevent this ruling from being put into effect and, under the nev/ Ad- 
ffiiiistration, it was quietly buried. These startling facts were brought 
to li^t in the course of hearings held in the late summer of 1964 by the 
House Small Business subcommittee under the chairmanship of Wright Patman 
who alco demanded that life Line's tax-exempt status be terminated. 


In Dallas, H.L.Hunt was pompously indignant, insisting that his 
life Line was an educational and patriotic undertaking. "An attack is 
being made ," he exclaimed, "on the right of free speech and comment," 

But Patman was unmoved by such rhetorics. "If an old slouch like Hunt 
really wants to educate people," he replied, "he's got lots of money to do 
it, without putting 0 27.5 million which is tax-exempt aside for -the* / 

Life Line Foundation." ( Newav/eek . 9-14-64) / 

One day in the fall of 1961, Dr. Albert E/'"Burke, a well-known 
TV lecturer on the West Coast, was one of a groirp of people who had been 
invited to Hunt's aumwtuoue villa overlookingyTOite Rode Lakf •iTi n allas. 
After the assassination Proexaenv R.enn^y7 Dr, Burxe described his 
experiences at Hunt's home - without naming names - as follows: 


I have listened to communists and other groups that can 
only bo called enemies, accuse us of the worst intentions, the most in- 
human ways of doing things, as the most dangerous people on earth, to be 
stopped and dostroyed at all costs*.. But nothing I have heard in or from 
those places around us compared with the experience I had in the Dallas 
home of an American, whoee hate for this country's leaders, and the way 
our institutions worked, was the most vicious, vonoraous and dangerous 
I have known in my life. No communist I have ever heard, no enemy of this 
nation, has ever done a better Job of degrading or belittling this country 
That American was one of this nation's richest and most powerful men! 


"It Was a very special performance by a pillar of the Aaerican 
community, who influences things in his community . It was very special 
performance because in that living room during Ills performance - in which 
he said things had reached the point where there seemed to be ' no way 
left to get those traitors out of our government except by shooting them 
out ' - during that performance, there were four teenagers in that room 
to be influenced. His views were shared on November 22, 1965. 

'•Interestingly, the man accused of that crime (Oswald - J.J.) 
cleimod to be a Marxist, a communist. But my host assured me - when I ob- 
jected to his remarks - that ho believed as he did because he was anti- 
communist! 


"What happened in that home in Dallas, of one of America's 
richest and most powerful men, smashed that goal of America as a united 
country , for the four teenagers in on that conversation that nl^t. 

"And Mr. Big jifflerican's actions - the actions of men like that 
one with whom I spent that evening in Dallas two years ago - his actions 
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include giving heavy donations to political campaigne of candidates he 
wants to see in public office running things. It is understood that in 
return for his help, they will favor his views in running things. He sup- 
ports political candidates and semi-secret societies. And he supports 
television and radio programs which set up the environment in which •'•■hinge 
happen in this country. ,, even the kind of things that can lead man to 
assassinate Presidents in communities such men influence. . . 


On April 29 1 196^i-, Miss Lillian Castellano of Hollywood, Califor- 
nia, sent a transcript of this remarkably informative TV lecture to the 
Warren CoKialssion vith this statement: 

"The rich and powerful man referred to above is H.L.Hunt, His 
seditious, treasonable statement v/as made overtly, in the presence of wit- 
nesses, \7hose 3UbV'3rsion he wished, and to whom he overtly advocated 
the overthrow of the American Government by the assassination of its duly 
elected leaders. 

"Dr. Albert E. jSSurke was a witness tc this ti-oasonable act. 

Dr, Albert E, Burke can verify the identification of this man to the

Heedless to say, Miss Castellano received no reply and the Warren 
Commission took no notice of her information. It v/as much to busy with 
the motiveless "assassin” Lee E, Oswald to be able to pay any attention 
to aa immensely rich Dallas civic leader v?ho had openly advocated the 
violent overthrow of the Government througli assassinaticn, in the presence 
of at least fivewitnessea.

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sermon printed and mailed out, after which he sat hack to watch a wave \ 
of aroused Protestontlsra wash Kennedy out of the running. Instead, the \ 
wave was one of indignation from editorial writers and the general public) 
at tills artificial injection of hysteria into jlmerican politics. j 

"The Senate took an even sterner approach. The Crisv7oll flier did 
not name its source and there is a federal law against distributing this 
kind of anonymous circular after a campaign is officially under way. 

In Dallag. the perpetrators panidced . Hunt ducked out entirely and could 
not be found , (Three years later, there was a repeat performiiace, as wc 
have seen - J.J.) Criswell denied that Bunt had paid for the leaflets, 
but Halph B. Raughley, a partner in a Great Neck, L.I, printing firm, 
told a Senate subcommittee that an eniployos of Hunt^s had paid % 10,008 
for the printing and mailing of the sermon to Protestant mlniatere. 

"Fortunately for Hunt, Raughley also swore that the order had been 
placed before the Democratic convention closed in Los togelos. Thus Hunt 
was legally, if not morally, in the clear..." 

After their attompt to torpedo the Kennedy candidacy on religious 
grounds had failed, the Johnson clique, before and diarlng the Los Ange- 
lea Convention, tried a dozen more lov? tricks from their well- filled bag. 
In particular, they berated the front-running Kennedy for the alleged 
Nazi affiliations of Ms father (that, coming from the McCarthyite Hunt 
& Co. I); they hinted darkly that he was incurably sick (Addison's disoaso 
and other alleged disabilities) ; they spread false rumors about Kennedy' s 
supposed oarlier marriage; and thoy oven poddlod fancy tales of hia 
alleged sexual escapades at Convention time.

Even the otaid Now York Times , in an article by Russell Balcer 
published on November 25 i "1^57 wrote: "Although Mr. Johnson arrived at 
Los Angelos with the Konnody nomination a xirtual certainty, ho nover- 
thelosa attacked '.Tith a ferocity that etoxtled his admirers and seemed 
likely to create a perisanent chasm between himself and Mr- Kennedy," 

That ferocity turned into a boomerang, just as the preceding 
Ilunt-Crisv;ell production had done. Kenn. 0 dy 'son the nomination handa dotm, 

"The iilstory of tho Vlce-Preaidontial nomination that followed 
is still garbled," i*Ir. Baker ;vent on to say. "It came as c^shock to lir. 
Johnr:3on'a family, his advisers, his staff, his senate colleagues, everyone 
who had assumed that he had alienated himself permanently from the Kenne- 
dys. It was also a shock to Mr, Kennedy's liberal eonvention supporters. 

"\Tnen Mr. Konnody first proposed it, tho Johnson camp aeomed to 
receive the offer as an insult. Tho iate Sam Rayburn, thou Speaker of 
the House, and Hr, Johnson 's cloaoat friend and confJ.dartt, advised against 
accepting. Itis family was opposed. Hoot of his staff and most political 
veterans on the sceno assumed that tho men who ran the Senate would scar- 
cely surrondor hia position of power for the anonymity of tho Vice-

Since then, a ;?ood coal of light lias boon thrown on the back- 
stage mciioouvorinf; that v/ent on at Los ibigelos. Arthur ScMseingor Jr., 
Theodore \7hito and othez’ well-informed political writers have brought 
out that tho Kennedy offer to Johnson v;as no more than a gesture in the 
interest of part;* unity, made in tho belief that thoro was practically 
no chance Johnson would accept.

'•There are many theories about his reasons for stepping into what 
most observers at Los Angeles considered oblivion," Russell Baker wrote, 
conspicuously overlooking the most obvious one.

John McCone. A multl-aillionaire California husines 
ultra-rightwlag sympathies, McCone, In the v/ords of/ Drew Pearson, had 
f*Eade more money out of Uncle Sam during World War tl than anyone else- in 
Ealph E. Casey of the General Accounting Office toatlfied la 1946 that 
HeCone and his associates in tho California Shipbuilding Company had aide

As mayor of 
Dallas, Earlo Caboll was ono of those chiefly responsible for the travel 
arraiigomonts that led Kennedy straight into a death trap (cf. Count Seven ) 
And liio brother CUiarlca, ousted from tho CIA leadorahlp toy President 
Kennedy because of Ms blunders In the Bay of Pigs disaster, v/as fuming 
vTith rage at the Chiof Exocutivo, as wore Alien Dulles and the other 
bxmj^Ling CIA officials Kennedy had forced into retironent after the stupid 
Cuban invasion attempt, Would It be far-fetched, tinder the circumatancoc, 
to suggest that tha Caboll Brothora Jointly played a port in the Dallas 
murder plot? 

"Cuba sticks in the craw of the CIA," I wrote In O swald : 
A ssassin or Fall Guy ? That was putting it rather milc3.y but I was not 
yet fully awoi'o at the time of tho murderous hate the CIA leadership had 
nourished for Kennedy over since t3io Bay of Pigs debacle, which they 
blataod on him . 

Relations between tho Chief Executive and the sinister forc<

All this Is | 
described in abundant detail in my book Marina Oswald and need not be recaf- 
pitulated here* The evidence is ovorwheliaing that Oswald was recruited by j 
the CIA while he was in the Marine Corps; that he tried hard to please his 
ta^cnastera, but bungled ©very assignment given to him; and that, for thaw 
ronson, ho was sacrificed in the end Then a scapegoat was needed to take j 
the blame for the assasslnatiDn of President Kennedy. /

a sideline, for he was first and foremost an authentic mobster on the Mjifla 
payroll.

A final word about Nancy's first husband, Robert Perrin. Liko

The Bobby Baker Scandal - Key to tho Assassination 


In all the history of the Onlted State?, there has never been 
anythin/; to match tho sordid partnership between tho moat powerful 
lainnaicer of his time, Senate leader Xyndon B. Johnson, and Robert Q. 

( ‘'Bobby'*) Baker, the roost crooked wheeler-dealer who ever moved about 
Capitol Hill, 

Were it only for tho fact that Bobby Raker for years acted as 
So-betiveen and basraan for the inordinately greedy and grafting politician 
lyndon Johnson, one could dismiss the matter as trivial. Such behavior 
is coEirsonplace in the top strata of the Groat Society that centers on 
7/ashington, D.C., USA- But there was more, much more to the cozy rela- 
tionship between Bobby Baker and LBJ. 

Young Baker was also a pimp and procurer who, almost openly, 
operated a string of hi/di-claoo brothels for the benefit of his high 
and ? 3 i<^ty friends - and the then Senate Majority leader, and later Vice- 
President of the United States v/as one of his most assiduous customers. 

This aspect of the Bobby Bolter scandal, generally referred to 
in hushed tones as the "moral side" of it, has been diligently suppressed 
all along by the pov/ers-that-bo, although every newspaperman worth his 
salt in '.'/ashingvon and New York has been keenly aware of it. The scandal 
was so great it even overv7heli3od tho mucltrakors- 

Wot on Inkling of it ever come out during the trial of Bobby 
Balter in January 1967, for an excellent reason, l^eu the Government woo 
forced at last, by the pressure of public opinion, to prosecute this 
uninitlgateJ scoundrel, great care was taken to limit the proceedings 
strictly to the "financial eldo" of tho long- brewing scandal. The same 
thing had happened before during the 1963-64 Senate "Investigation" 
of tho Balter affair under the chairmanship of sen. B. Everett Jordan, 
a tried and tested Johnson toady. 

Even so, the Bobby Baker trial thre'w enough light on the Inti- 
mate reslationship that had existed for twelve years between Johnson and 
the convicted crook Bobby Baker to warrant a call for the impeachment 
of the nan who is nov/ President of the United States on that count alone . 
And It is about the most insignificant count of all those outstanding 
against Lyndon 3. Johnson.

Post, 1-21-67)* 

Three times in a row Bobby Baker, on tho stand In his own 
defense on charges of grand larceny, fraud, interstate transportation 
of stolen funds and income tax evasion, had invoked - with unconcealed, 
almost gleeful emphasis - the name of the "then Vice-President" (Lyndon 
B. Johnson) as "the best friend I ever had in the Senate." 
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According to ft UPI dispatch from Washington, Jan. 20, 1967, "Rohort 
a, (Bohby) Baker testified today Lyndon B. Johnson sent him to see the 
late millionaire Sen. Robert S« Kerr, D-Okla. , in 1962 ^en Baker found 
himself in desperate financial trouble... At that time, Johnson was Pre- 
sident Kennedy's vice president. 

**Baker told the Federal Court Jury: 'I told him (Johnson) I had a 
very serious financial problem and asked his advice. He picked up the 
phone and called his friend and my friend . Sen. Kerr, and then advised 
me to go Immediately to Sen. Kerr's office which I did.*” 

The Senator Kerr in this story la of course the same multimillio- 
naire oilman v/ho, along with Johnson and Rayburn, used to be one of the 
strongest pillars of the oil lobby in Congress. The extremely warm per- 
sonal relationship between the old Oklahoma tycoon and the personable 
young rogue Bobby Baker is reflected, among other things, in the following 
testimony by Fred Black, a long-time Baker associate during the senate 
Investigation of Balter’s affairs: "Sen. Kerr told me... that outside of 
his sons, his wife, he never knew and loved a man so much as he did Bobby 
Baker... there wasn't anything in the v«>rld that Bobby Baker would ask 
him to do for him... that he would not do," 

After having received that urgent phone C£L'^ from his other great 
friend, Vice-President Johnson, Kerr promptly swung into action. To quote 
again from the above-cited OPI dispatch: "The defendant said that after 
listening to his story of financial woe, Kerr telephoned the president 
of the Sldelity Bank and Trust Co. in Oldahoma City and arranged for Baker 
to be given a loan credit ot 0 250,000. Kerr also assured Baker that he 
\7ould personally lend him 0 50,000, Balter testified." 

Tho governnent‘s case against Bobby Balter, at this trial, revolved 
largely around the allegation that the one-time "golden boy" of Capitol 
Hill had put into his own pocket nearly 0 100,000 which he had received, 
in cash , from three California savings and loan flras, for political con- 
tributions. The defense claimed that Baker actually had collected this 
money on behalf of Senator Kerr, as a pa^voff for Congressional services 
rendered to the financiers. Either way the deal stinks to lilgli heaven. 

But it must be said that the defense stoi'y sounded leas likely, if for no 
other reason because Kerr was rich enougii, from his oil profits, not to 
be in need of a paltry 0 100,000 bribe. The jury sav7 tilings that vmy,too, 
for Baker was found guilty, late in January, Sn seven counts and on April 
7, 1967, he wag sentenced to serve from one to three years in prison (ho 
could have dravm a maximum penalty of 48 years). 

I cannot here gj into details of Baker’s extraordinarily involved 
financial tangles vri.th the lav/. Thd whole thing is a labyrinth leading 
into a morass, or vice-versa. What matters here is the extremely close 
personal relationship this convicted crook had maintained over the years, 
while ho was secretary to the majority in the Senate, with Lyndon B. John- 
son and hov/ the latter became compromised on the "moral side" of the scan- 
dal to the point v/here desperate measures were required to get him out 
of this mess. 

Lyndon Johnson has never denied - he never could deny - the ex- 
tremely warm affection he had felt for Bobby Balcer for more than a decade. 
On July 27, 1956, JoMi son I'ose on tho Senate floor to deliver a speech whici 
included this gem: "I knov; I should refer to him (Bobby Baker) formally 
as Secretary to the Majority, but my tongue even as my heart says ' Bobby’ 
instead... Always present, alv/ays alert, and more than anything else, al- 
ways understanding and persuasive with his wise counsel. I say to all of 
you here tonigiit that here, indeed, is a young man of rare and real pro- 
mise. " 
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A year later, on August 23, 1958, Johnson again used the senate 
floor for another touching eulogy on his prot6g§: “There have been few 
times In my life that I have ever seen a young man who combined so much 
wisdom and maturity with such youthful vigor and enthusiasm as Bobby 
Baker.*. He is a young man who has already gone very far and who la going 
much farther. I believe he will reach much greater heights.” 

Yes, they loved each other for, the age difference apart, they 
were alike as tm peas in a pod: the man who was going to be the storm 
center of the greatest scandal in modern American history; and the man 
who was going to become President of the United States thanks to "diabo- 
lical fate." One made tm million dollars on the side while serving on 
the public payroll; the other fourteen million, one now stands convicted 
for what he is and has always been; the other Is awaiting the Judgment 
of history. 

Basically, Bobby Baker’s modus operand! , that earned him a cool 
two million dollars In a few years, was very simple: he brought top exe- 
cutives of big businoss corporations and the leading political figures 
on Capitol Hill together for an exchange of views which invariably ended 
in an exchange of favors. And, since big business thrives on unrestrained 
pleasure, Baker organised a ring of lilgh-class call girls (politely re- 
ferred to by all concerned as "party girls") which he made available, in 
three (or possibly more) establishments he controlled in and near Washing- 
ton to his patrons in both business and politics. 

The most wldely^known of these three snuggeries was the plush 
"Carousel Motel" v/hlch a group of businessmen formed and controlled by 
Bobby Baker built at Ocean City, Md. , beginning in I960. Baker himself 
once described this pleasure palace as the "Washington hideaway for the 
advise and consent set" (NY Herald Tribune, 1-64). He spent well over 
a million dollars on it. 

Of the many exquisite young ladies who have graced Balter's 
three seraglios, two have acquired a sort of vTOrld fame: Nancy Carole 
Tyler, a sultry brunette in her early '20s, who also acted as his secre- 
tary, confidante and "girl Friday ;Y ancl Elly Rometsch, the dazzlingly 
beautiful wife of a German Luftwaffe staff sergeant stationed in Washing- 
ton. He kept the former (along fri.th another girl) in hla luxuriously 
equipped "Town House," v/hich was conveniently located near the Capitol, 
and used the latter (with several others) to entertain his patrons at the 
•'Quorum Club" in Washington and at the Carousel Motel. 

The role played by these classy sirens in the Baker scheme 
of things has been bluntly defined by Sen. Carl Curtis of Nebraska, the 
ranicing Republican membor of the Senate Rules Committee which was to In- 
vestigate the Bobby Balcer affair: 

•T>arty girls and entertaining were part of the business promo- 
tion apparatus. The facts are available if we pursue it. Individuals 
were induced to enter into certain business arrangements as part of the 
promotion. Girls were solicited on Government telephone lines, tal«n to 
the place, entertained the prospective customer and it is part and par- 
cel of the transaction." 

The Senator's syntax may not be flawless, but his Information. 
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Laading Ajaerican newspapers frequently, If coyly, alluded to the 
malodorous ‘•moral side** of the Baker affair, which was strenously sup- 
pressed in all investigations. The Kot; York Times , for instance, on March 
22, 196^!-# published a dispatch from Phoenix, Arizona, that began viith 
this paragraph: •• 'Call girls and Bobby Baker and motels' have become 
the symbols of Washington under President Johnson, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
charged today. . . ” 

Less than two sveeks before Kennedy's death, The Mew York Herald 
Tribune , in an article on the "Secret Rules of Inquiry" governing tha 
Bsikor investigation, reported on ITov. 10, 1963*- "It is an open Washing- 
ton secret that v;hen the *sex an^e' was Introduced into the Baker case 
by revelations that j&eautiful German model had been sent home after 
ropoi'ted (and denied/ affairs with Washington politicians, it scared 
almost as many people in Waslilngton as v;hen the Husaian missiles in Cuba 
pushed the O.S, to the brink of nuclear war." 

This was a reference to Elly Rometsch who had been bundled out 
of the United States, on Aug. 21, 1963, by the FBI after she had been 
boasting a little too indiscreetly about her intimate relationship with 
top government officials* What had aroused tho FBI into frantic action 
was not a concern about the morals of the nation's leaders but Itnowledge 
that Elly Roraotsch hailed from East Germany, a Communist country. With 
the impact of Britain's Profi.imo scandal still fresh in everbody's mind, 

J. Edgar Hoover wasn't going to take any more chances... 

Tlie deep secrecy about the Rometsch ouster was maintained even 
for some v/eekm after the Baker scandal hod broken early in September 
1965* When her story at last was out in the open, an Immediate hush woe 
imposed by the White House. It was probably President Kennedy's most 
fateful mistake that he yielded to the pressure of the party regulars 
and used all of his personal influence and authority to persuade editors 
not to spell out the names of the "top governaont officials" involved. 

Yet overybody who is anybody in t?i© \7ashington press corps Icnew who they 
were and that the list of umientionable naraes was topped by that of the 
then Vice-President, Lyndon B. Johnson. 

In their attempt to keep tho public informed without contra- 
vening Kennedy's no-namos-edict , some papers performed miracles of 
betwoen-the-linea diseXosuros. rTov/sday . in particular, must be credited 
with a unique perfornaace. In its issue of Oct, 29, 1963, this paper ran 
an almost full-page story entitled "Baker Scandal Quia Open Today," 
which began r/ith these words: 

"Already liberally spices with sax, soand?0. and intrigue, 
the tantalising case of Robert G. (Bobby) Baker comes under official 
scrutiny today. And wha t eveabn " wants to know i s; V.ho is /yjing to .get 
caught? , . . " ^ ^ 

I’.'ho, indeed? Attentive readers of rJev/s day must have caught 
a ^imPSQ of the truth. For, topping this article v/ere five pictures 
of interostod personalitios with the follov/lng legends; 

1, Rop.H.R. Grogs - Doraanc's Facts; 2. Sen. Everett Jordan 
- Pledges Open Inquiry;- 3- Sen. John J. ■Villiams - L^-Off '.Vltness; 

A. Robert G. Bailor - On Senate Grill; 5 . Vice-Presidont Johneon - 
Foels I'To Taint. 
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In the text of the story, Nevraday explained about Rep. Gross *’de- 
aandln." facts." The Congreasman, the day before, had asked this question, 
in a brief speech in the House; "Amons other things I v/ant to know, Kr. 
Speaker, are the circumstances xinder which a young German woman was 
J^tily deported from this country a few weeks ago following an FBI invest! 
gaticn. Members of the rongress and the public aro entitled to know 
whether there was any element of security violation concerned in this 
speedy and hitherto unpubliciaed deportation?" 

About the man in the second picture. Sen. Benjamin Everett Jordon, 
Democrat of North Carolina, who as chairman of the Senate Rules Committee 
was to conduct the Inquiry into Bobby Baker's extracurricular activities, 
Newsday had this to say: "... reports are that some ranking Washington 
officials have their fingers crossed In hopes that their own names will 
not figure in the revelations. Because of these reports, an inordinately 
sensitive ivatch Is being kept on the hearings the Senate Rules Committee 
is opening today. The witnesses will be heard behind closed doors before 
their testimony is opened to public scrutiny. T!io Senate traditionally 
is reluctant to embarrass any member and some observers fear that the 
closed tes t imony wi l l offer suitable opportunity for a whitevirash . . . " 

I’/hy Sen. ’Villiams* picture was shov/n, is also explained adequate- 
ly in the text; "It i»ae '.Williams* personal investigation of Baker's ac- 
tivities that led to Baker's resignation from his Senate post earlier 
this month and the hearings baf^nning today. The committee itself is 
making no independent investigation until it hears from '.Villi ams. . 

Bobby Balcor'e inclusion in this gallery of political portraits 
was a matter of coux'se and requires no further explanation. 

But, what about the picture No, 5? Lyndon B. Johnson was in no 
way Involved either as an investigator, a witness or a cominlttesi member. 
\Vhy did ho figure at all on this list of personalities? And ?/hy the cryp- 
tic statonont that he "feels no taint?" 

The only mention of the Vice-President comes in this paragraph 
which is well worth pondering: "Baker, now 36, v/ag a prot6g6 of Vice Pre- 
sident Johnson's, who got to know him when Johnson served as Senate majo- 
rity Reader. A report, from those who clalja 'inside information,* is that 
the Justice Department started .nn Investigation of Belter as a means of 
embarrassing Johnson and eliminating hi m fxx>m the Domocrattc ticke t next 

In other words, Robert Kennedy - who had most strenuously opposed 
Joixnson's selection as his brother's running-mate in I960 - wanted John- 
son off the ticket, in 196^ and thou^t the Baker case wuld serve to eli- 
minate him automatically. This was \7©11 understood by Johnson. 

"Despite Jordan's promise," Kowsday went on to say, "there are 
still questions as to precisely how 'searching* the coi^raitteo invootiga- 
tioa will be. The latest revelation in the case, and one which could turn 
into the Juiciest the goverimont has seen in years, is that a West Gorman 
party girl, \?ife of a West German sergeant who was stationed at the em- 
bassy here, ' e.ntertained»^high-ranld.ng meabo.ra of the government at a 
motel pgrtlaXly owned by":§aker iGToeeaK C ity, Kd . . , "

In a follow-up story, publish,ed the next day, Newsdav wrote : 

"While rumors about Baker and his relationship with a friSty fiau who 
was bounced from the ffnlted States allegedly for her hanky-panky with ton 
government officials , buzzed from the Potomac to the Ruhr, , . >» 

How many "top government officials" are there? Exactly two i.e 
the President and the Vice-President, ’ 

A UPI dispatch from Washington, dated Oct, 23, 1963, started out 
with this paragraph: "A Senate investigator is expected to unfold at a 
closed hearing tomorrow a Pro fumo-like story of a Qerrnan beauty's relations 
with prominent Washington figures.,," 

The Nev; York Journal- American , too, smelled Profmnistic odors. 

In its issue of bet. 23, 19 63 1 this paper reported: "A West German party 
girl v7as tlirown out of Washington because of her Congressional capers, 
the Bonn Government con firmed today,,, Hio action came after the FBI noti- 
fied Bonn of the girl's activities, which paralleled the Profumo-Keeler 
affair in London . . . " 

In order to qualify as a "Profumo-type affair," or one that parallelt 
the Profumo-Keeler affair, there had to be these prerequisites in the case: 
Ca) A Cabinet membor v/lth access to top defense secrets; be had to have an 
intimate relationship ^Tith a siren who also happened to be a security rislc; 
and (c) he had to be on personally friendly terms with the purveyor of the 
girl's charms. Of all the members of Kennedy's Cabinet only Johnson filled 
the bill on all tlii'oe counts. 

Dospite terse official denij^s - i^lch are routine in such cases - 
it is certain that by the end of October 1963 President Kennedy and Ills 
brother, the Attorney General, had made up their minds to "dump Lyndon," - 
os Nixon .accurately stated at Dallas the day before the assassination. All 
they were waiting for were the facte still to be brought to light by the 
Senate investigation then in pro/;ress. 

Thus, for Lyndon Johnson, it bGcamo a matter of political survi- 
val to halt that investigation at ^1 costs, or at any rate to see to it 
that the "moral side" of the Baker scandal v;as eliminated from the hearings. 
As Vico President ho was unable to do so, for his chief, President Kennedy, 
had clearly indicated that ho expected a thorough house- cleaning in the 
Baker affair. As President, however, Johnson would be in a position to turn 
the investigation into a whitewash of himself, v/hlch is exactly what hap- 
pened after Kennedy's death. 

Tito Baker scandal, then, is truly the liiddon key to tho assassi- 
nation or, to be more exact, to its timing. For the roots of tho dremta 
undoubtedly go back to the I960 Convention, as I have already sot forth j 
what the Baker affair did v/as to crystallize tho more or less vague plans 
to eliminate Kennedy which had already been in existence. The murder of a 
president is hazardous business under the best of circumstances. It talces 
an element of urgency to put such a plan into effect. The throat of complete 
exposure which faced Johnson in the Baker scandal provided that final im- 
pulse, Ho now was forced by the instinct of self-presorvaticn to give the 
go-ahoad signal to tho plotters v.’ho had long been waiting for the rigJjt 
opportunity. 

It may have been an almost imporcoptiblo signal, but the CIA, 
which is always on the alert for instructions to commit murder, cau^t it 
clearly and promptly swung into action. 


Count Six 


Harder Unlimited - and Unpunished 

Throu<;h all of t’na Lyndon Johnson story, there runs like a red, 
a blood-red thread, a strin,'^ of mysterious deaths, from implausible suicide 
through unlikely accident to overt, unpunished murder. 

I am not su<;':;osting that Johnson in all of these cases, or oven 
in any of thorn, \Tas directly rosuonslble. But one finds that in each of 
some thirty eases of unnatural death virhich have occurred over the past six 
years, there was a link to some definite Johnson interest* The common deno- 
minator of these suspicious deaths, oocuring in widely different spheres, 
ie an obyious intent to cover up something, that would have been apt to 
embarrass Jolmson, had it been revealed. 

'•bead Hen Tell No Tales*' is not only the favorite slogan of the 
organized underworld, but also a guiding maxim in the political jungle 
that goes by the name of The Great Society. Facte liable to incriminate 
the boss are rutlilessly suppressed; evidence is fabricated or tampered 
with; witnesses to the truth are silenced, one vmy or the other. 

Another common hallmark of the various occurrences V7hich wo 
shall briefly examine in the follor/ing is the fact that in all instances 
violent death went uniiivesti gated and unpimi shed . In somo cases, there 
vms a perfunctory sham Inquest, usually followed by a vague or evasive co- 
roner’s report; then the matter was quietly burled. In most instan.o 0 a, 
however, a verdict of suicide or accident was pronounced without the sligh- 
test attempt even to examine a possible murder angle. All this denotes 
a powerful beiiind-the-scones influence v/hich, under the given circumstances, 
can have been exercised only by or on behalf of Lyndon B. Johnson. He is 
the grand master of the coverup technique which has been brought in America 
to a perfection unmatched anywhere in the world. 

Of the approximately thirty people who have died under highly 
suspicious circumstances, two could have connected Johnson, or close asso- 
tiates of his, with the Billie Sol Estes scandal, and at least four r/ith 
the Bobby Balter affair, while 20-odd were potentially enbarrassing v/itnessos 
in the Dallas events of November 22 to 24, 1965» 

Spacse does not permit an exhaustive discussion of the Billie 
Sol Estes case here. J. Bvetts Haley has adequately covered the sub;ject in 
his book "A Texan 'Looks at Lyndon," and the natter is, on the whole, of 
marginal interest only to the present inquiry into the morals and practices 
of Lyndon B. Johnson, 

Briefly stated, Billie gol Estes, a young Texan frora Pecos, 
was the \’ory prototype of the "wheeler-dealer, " i.e. the inordinately ava- 
ricious, gi*afting, finagling businessman usually operating on the outer 
fringes of the law which is so characteristic of the Johnson era. A "wheeler 
dealer" can beat bo recogniaed by his ability to nalte millions of dollars 
in a minirjum of time in an area of business v/here political influence ia 
of paramount Importance. Billifi Sol Estea, Bobby Baker and Lyndon B. Jolin- 
son arc the three outstanding whoeler-dsal ©rs of our time. 
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The vreb of Estes* business interests and financial entangle- 
laents was even nor© ceiaplex than that of Bobby Baker and almost as liapaiie- 
trabl© os the vast reaches of the Johnson business empire, I'lOre than tno 
dosen different firms dealing in cotton, fertiliaer and groiii storage 
were lumped together in '•Billie Sol Estes Enterprises, Inc..** 

The magic word behind Estes' apootacular, if short-lived, 
succose v/as Influence , At the height of his career, in 1961 and early 1962, 
Estes made a* point of flying to WashinstOM about once a month. Invariably, 
on the ove of his departure for the capital, ha would aalte huge ■.Tithdrav/als 
from one or the other of hie various bank accounts. On a single trip he ia 
reported to have tcd^en with him j& 150,000 in cash, returning homo nedrly 
ompty-handed. 

Three big groin storage companies, all of which mad® hugo pro- 
fits from Government contracts , formed the raainstay of Eatos* uultimlllion- 
dollar badness empire. In the ainglo year of 1961, tJaitod Elevators, one 
of these companies, was paid about four iai].llon dollars by the tIS Govern- 
ment for the storage of grain surplus. Subsequently, three top officials 
of the Department of Agriculture, which had handled these deals, were 
forced to resign as a result of the Estes scandal. was the power back- 
stage that channelled millions of tax dollars into Bates* bank accounts? 

The Hew York World Tolegram 2; Sun , on Sept, 24, 1964, qupted 
Sen. Barry Qoldwator as follows: "The Billio Sol Estoe case is more than 
just a scandal. It is noi'e than a sordid picture of favoritissi and fraud. 

It is a study In the operations and attitudes of some of the top officials 
of government - many of whom are still with us," 

After that opening shot. Sen, Goldwater, in the words of tho 
HY ivorld Telegram 3* Sun, ♦ •deposited Billie Sol, like an unwan ted foundlln^;^ , 
on riT , Johnson*© o\7u doorstep . Heniading that the Texa^ whoelar-dealer la 
illegeJl cotton acreage allotmsnta withdrew H 40,000 in casli for a trip to 
WasMngton in 1962, he (Goldwater) said: ’The record shows that Estes 
spent about S 6,000 of this for tickets to a l00-.a-plato Democratic 
dinner and tui'nod most of the tickets over to his friend, cliff Carter, 
in the office of the then Vico President, Lyndon Baines Jolineon, We have 
never learned what happened to the other !i 54,000. Whoso office, whose 
XMjcket got tliat? . . • 

••Sen. Qoldwator said Mr. (Ox'ville) Freeman (Agriculturo se- 
cretary) ignored .aonths of warnings from tho FBI about Bates,.. i7hllo at 
tho same time Lyndon Johnson’s off i ce was busily contacting him on behalf 
of Bstes. 

"•This isn't rumor; tlri.s isn't ape dilation,* .Son, Goldwater 
said, 'This Is on the record, tying tho o ffi ce of tho m en w ho now lives la 
the V/hite H o use with Billio Sol Estes . ’ 

••The GOP presidential nominee said it is up to the President 
to expose wrongdoing in tho ^varnment, 'but the interim President whose 
offlco dealt with Billie Sol Bstos does not prose for exiiosuro. Kla cower 
is used for for different ends, and the V/htts House has boen turned into " 
whitowaoh house .,,* (italics added - J. J, ) " 

The SUhitewash iloueo. Hot a bad term, over^hough it has been 
coined by a Barry ik)ldwater. That's exactly what it has boon from the 
Bomont Lyndon B. Johnson moved in. .tad Coverup Bouse. Covering up for tho 
oisdeodo of his friendo, fand hi.® own, has been a full-time occupation fox* 
I3J for as long as ho hao been Pre 3 j.dent, and on half a different front®. 
TIte Billie Sol E.otes front, Tho Bobby Baker front. The Walter Jeiiicins front, 
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The LBJ Co!!ipany front. The Kennedy assassination front. And, as he goes 
aIons» the dead bodies keep falling by the wayside. 

In the Setes case* end to cut a long story shorty the first to die 
was Henry Marshall, Supervisor of Federal cotton allotment a in Texas at 
the Department of Agriculture in Washington. After having conducted a quiet 
investigation of Setes' cotton allotments, Marshall , in the late spring 
of 19 61, sent in a report which revealed the \^oXc scheme to have been 
fraudulent. In June of the same year, Marshall was found dead of gunshot 
wounds on hie raitch In Texas. His death, at the time, was listed as a 
"suicide,” and ho was quietly buried - as was his report* 

After Estes' arrest* however, investigators of the McClellan com- 
mittee in May, 1962, decided to exhume not only the long- for got ten Mar- 
shall report, but also the body of its author. And now they got the shock 
of their lives. For, Dr. Joseph Jachimczyk, the exaalnj.ng pathologist, 
declared flatly that o'.ticide vras out of the question because the victim 
had been riddled by five bullets from a bolt-action rifle and that one 
shot had struclc in the back , 

Nevertheless, the McClollon Comriittee preferred not to press its 
inquiry into thio eiatter. The chairman. Sen. IleClellan, closed tho book 
on it v/ith the sibylline remark; (Marshall's) death concealed more 

than establishment of an act of murder would reveal.” And that V7as that. 

Betv7een Estes* arrest and the exhumation of Harahali's boiy, another 
corpse turned up. On April 4, 1962, the badly docoapoaed body of one of 
Estes' accountants, a man named George Krutilek, was found in en automo- 
bile in El Paso - the city where & Federal grand Jury happened to be 
looking into Estes' affairs, Krutilek would have been a prime soiu‘c® of 
information to thorn concornlng Estes* complicated business deals and se- 
cret partnerships. And now he was dead - of a heart attacl:, according to 
the official story! 

Turning now to the rise and fall of Bobby Baker, the first dead 
body in the case was that of Alfred S, Novak, Balser'a original partner 
in the Garousel T^tel venture already discussed. One day in March, 1962, 
Novel:, aged 43, was found unconscious by his wife, Gertruda, on the floor 
of their garage. Uia di^th was first listed as duo to accidental carbon- 
mouoxldo poisoning, butp.ater it was attributed to suicide. 

■fnat is peufticularly suspicious in the Novel: case Is that his 
"accidental” death follo\7ed closely in the walce of ]iis discovery that ho 
had been siiindXed out of liig legitimate share In the Caroiisol by Baker in 
a complicated business deal that also involved two Dallas oil ld.ngs, 
dint Jr. and John Murcliison, AJiotUor curious oapect of the case is that 
Mrs. iJovclt, after the death of her husband, attributed sJjaply to '•cardio- 
respiratory failure,” collected 45 000 dollars in life insurance tlirough 
an insurance agency then headed by Don. B. Reynolds, ono of Bobby Baker's 
closest friends and business associates at that time. 

Perhaps the most telltale fact about the second death in the case 
in that tho press paid no attention to its Bobby BaJier angla, conspicuous 
as it was. Vlfiien authentic and sensational news thus is stripped of its 
meaning by the news media, tills is nearly alr/ay;: due to ”hui3h-up" orders 
filtering dovm from h;Lgh government lovelc. On Dec. 2, 1963, an AP dJ.spatch 
from i-C./'jai reported: "Grant Stoekdalo, formar A'-ibassador to Ireland, 
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plunged to his death today from his offices an the 13th floor of the 
duPont Building. The police said Mr. stoekdale, an intimate friend of 
President Kennedy, had committed suicide. ITo notes were found, however, 
r^lr* stockdale was 48 years old...f* 

Note t!iat Stockdale, according to this dispatch, did not .jijnnp out 
of his window. Ho "plunged to hie death," a conveniently ambiguous state- 
ment that is generally used whan a person dies by a fall from a rd.ndov/ 
and the police isn^t sure whether it is a of accident, suicide - or 
raurdor.

Stoclcdale’s name also came up briefly as a part-time associate 
of Eugene Hancock, a vending machine operator, mentioned in the investi- 
gation of Bobby Bsdior, 

The New York Times of Dec, 3» 1965, was a little more ejjpllcit: 
"Grant Stockdale once had close buslneea connections with vending ma- 
chine conceras that are under investigation in the Hobert. G, Baker 
inquiry... In an intorviow published in The I^iami Herald last October, 
shortly after the Senate authorised a study of Mr. Balter's dealings, 

I-Ir. Stocltdale said; 'I hope I don't get cut up too bad. I haven't dona 
anything vnrong. * . . . " 

Stocltdale, the NY Times story went on to explalJi, had been sued for 
using "unduo influonco" to gat government contracts for Automatic Ven^- 
ding Services, a liiaml company in which he owned stock, preoident of 
that company was tho same Eugene Hancock viiio later acted as a stooge 
for Bobby Balter in Serv-U-Corporation, another automatic vending con- 
cern. It \jsjst the eisposure of official favor! tisia in the case of serv-0 
that started the ball rolling in the Baker case. As to Automatic X'ondi.ng 
Services, Inc. it "won contracts totaling Jj 900,000 & year at Patrick Air 
JPres Base and the Air Force missile test center at Cape Kennedy," accor- 
ding to the NEW York Times story, dearly, then, stockdale 'o auddea 
and violent death was a direct consequence of tho Bobby Baker scandal, 
even though there was no montioa of that angle in tho papers. 

Mystery befitting a B-grade thriller surrounds tho third body in 
the Balter case, one that belonged, in life, to a beautiful uonon, 

Lilce other housewives in tho crime-ridden Washington area, Itrs. 
Shoila Brennan made it a practice to keep the doors of her home in sub- 
urban Mitrsdand not only closed, but locked. Yet ono day, early in I9S4, 
whan Jxer children cane homo from scliool, they wore surprised to find tlie 
front door not only unlocked, but (.-riLde open. 

Their misgivings were horribly confimed. On the floor of the 
bathroom, the clilldren found the lifeless nude body of their 3Vyoar-old 
mother, Kotliing else !iad been touched and in tho adjoining bedroom the 
polico found tho iToman'g clothing and rings noatly arranged on her bed.

Nhat had happened? The mediciil authorities \70r0 as puzzled as was 
the police, Coimty Medical Examltter Dr. Joiin Kehoa was unable to malco 
a firm dstermiiiatlou of the cause of death. Ho no tod an Internal nock 
Injury but expressed the view that till a could have boon caused "by a 
fall or a mugging," He thought, therefore, that the woraan's death could 
hava been "either accidental or homicide." 
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And what has it all to do iTith the Baker case? Siiaply this; 

Sheila Drennan was th® wife of Lorin H. Dronnan Jr,, a government account 
tant,who gave the Senate invostigatox's a detailed picture of Bobby Bedccr’a 
financial entaaglementB. And that Lorin Drennan* s testimony ’was followed, 
in a matter of days, by the mysterious death of liie vTife, Circumstances 
strongly suggest that somebody tried to lay IrLs hands on Mr. Drennan* s 
records, and in the process stumbled upon the wife as she was heading 
for the balhroom. That he then silenced her, is routine in such cases. 

Quite extraordinary ie the case of Bobby Baker's beautifi.il secre- 
tary, confidante and top "party ''irl," Nancy Carole Tyler. She v/ae nrivy 
to most, If not all of the explosive secrets in the B^ser closet. What she 
knew, first-hand and throuf^b her intimate frlendslxip with Elly Sometsoh, 
about f^oings-on in high circles, in "/ashin.gton, ?/as enou/'h to brln:; the 
government dorm, any time. 

She never showed any disnosition to betray any of her '■cnowledge. 
When she on Feb. 26, 196‘i, succeeded her boss on the v, fitness stand, before 
the Senate investigating committee, she swore to tell the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth - and then clammed up as effectively as ho 

had done. She was protected, of course, by the Fifth Amendment, the same 

as Cobby Baker hlnsolf. She wouldn't even give her present address which 
was no longer that of the famous Town House Balter had rented for her and 
her girl friends. 

Desnlte such loyalty, :iiss Tyler before long was to meet with 
an "accident" so cleverly engineered no one vdll ever be able to prove 
tliat sho was murdered. O.gtensibly, tilts is what happened; After moving out 
of the Town House, early in 19&i>, the girl took up residence at the Carou- 
sel Motel also owned by her boss. She kept out of the public eye as much 

as she could. 

In the first 7;eok of May, 1965, a men na)'.ied Robert JI. Davie, 
a 43- year- old pilot for a '.Vest Virginia cool company, arrived at the motel 
where he stayed for several, days. Davis, a resident of Huntington, '.V.Va. , 
had floTTn to Ocean City, Md. in Ills oira plane, a single-en.gine v/aco biplane. 
No sooner had Davis net J^iss Tyler at the tiotel, than he invited her for 
a aightseeing trip In his plane over Ocean City and surrounding.^. Carole ac- 
cepted and on May 9th they took off together. The girl v/as riding in the 
front seat and Davis in the back of the dual control plane. 

All of a sudden and for no vis 2 .ble reason - the flying weather 
couldn't have been finer - the plane plunged into the sea, about 1,000 feet 
offshore. Rescue boats reaching the sceno .shortly after the crash could 
find no signs of survivors. The Coast Guard eventually located the OTeckage 
in murky water about 23 feet deep. Divers recove.rsd the bodies of Tyler and 
Davis. 

Officials of the Civil Aeronautics Board promptly arrived on 
the scene to direct tho salvaging of the plane for inspection. They hired 
a commercial barge v/ith a crane to bring the iVaco to the surface, rather 
than to dra.g it ashore iTith a vri.nch because, as a CAE official indicated, 
the plane night be damaged by a sand bar between tho spot where it was 
found and the beach. This suggests the CAB thought it was a peculiar acci- 
dent and wanted to make stire that its cause could be dotermined. However, 
nothing further was heard about this investigation. It, too, was quietly 
buried.

This theo^ 
ry is etronf^y borne out by the fact that Davis, according to The Hev ? York; 
World- T el e gram V Su n of May 10, 1963, was stunt- flying when the plane feI3J 
into the sea. To engage in stunt- flying seems hardly normal for a professio- 
nal pilot who takes a (Slrl he has just met out on a sightseeing trip* If i 
this assumption is correct, then evidently something went wrong. Perhaps 
there was a struggle betv/een tho Itiller and his victim with the result that 

the plans wont irretrievably out of control. Who will ever Imov/?

ASy,tho tisa 2D-odd Dallaa ivitnessoe v7ho have perished to date, 
mostly in staged traffic accidents, from previously undetected fs||^al disea- 
ses or through established but never punished murder, there is no need for 
me to go into details of these cases hero.

Tlie Dealey Plaza Aabush 

The core of tho Kennedy Murder Fraud is exposed by the topo- 
graphy of the assassination site. 

As early as November 23, 1963, " glio Nev; York Times accurately 
described the Texas School Book Depository as an " Ambush Building Chosen 
with Care ," 'What the paper did not car© to tell its readers, though, was 
that Loe K. Oswald, the alleged assassin, did not of his ovm initiative 
choose the TSED as his place of Rfork, but was planted there. by a falsa 
friend (Ruth Paine) j nor did The Times care to point out^wd einploj'mont 
of Oswald at the TSi® took place about six weeks before any member of the 
general public in Dallas could know, or even guess that the presidential 
motorcade would pass in tho vicinity of the Book Depository* All of which 
logically rules out Oswald as the on© who chose the ambush building ^Tith 
care. 

There v/as not only an ambush building but also, and more im- 
portantly still, an ambush itinerary In the choice of which Oswald, again, 
could not have had any say. As early as June 19&> my book Oswald; Assassin 
or Fall Ouy ? colled attention to the "gelf-betra;/ing" double detour wivich 
brought the parade within convenient shooting distance, at a conveniently 
sloY/ pace, not only for the sniper at tho window of the TSED but also for 
Ms accomplices firing from tho front. The Warren Commission, instead of 
relentlessly pursuing the all-important question of who was responsible for 
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that rlek»ctudded Itinerary, chose to quibble about traffic techaieali^ 
ties* iVith plenty of charts and exhibits, the Warren Report makes the 
point that the chosen route was entirely natural and "appropriate*" 

"To reach the Trade Mart from Main Street the (Secret Service) aseuts 
decided to use the Stenmons Freevray (Route Ro. 77), the most direct route," 
the Commission says* "The only practical way for v/estbound traffic on Main 
Street to reach the northbound lanes of the Steemons is via Elm 

Street, vdiich Route Ro. 77 traffic is instructed to follow In this part 
of the city* (See Coiomlssion Exhibit No* 2115) 

Street was to be reached from Main by turning right at Houston, 
going one block north and then turning left into Elm. On this last portion 
of the journey, only five minutes from the Trade Mart, the President's motor 
cade would pass the Texas School Book Depository Building on the northwest 
corner of Houston and Elm Streets. The building overlooks Dealey Plaza, an 
attractively landscaped trlan®Le of 3 acres." 

Tlie Commission’ e explanations here are somewhat less than candid 
and wholly misleading. Fact of the matter is (and Exhibit 2113 shows that 
clearly) that normally traffic bound for Stemmons Freeway and the Dallas- 
Fort Worth Turnpike moves, in that part of tho city, all the wav along 
Route 77, i.e. along Elm, not Main street. Had tho motorcade followed that 
route, it would have passed the TSBD at normal speed and, by the same token, 
"Oswald" would have found it all but impossible to hit his mark accurately* 

But, the Report tells us, the planners had decided not to use 
Elm street for tho main portion of the dovmtown part of the motorcade, 
"because Main Street offered better vantage points for spectators.” 

This point can certainly be argued by anyone fand.llar with tho 
aspect of both streets. However, that is not the real issue. What matters 
is that traffic moving west along Main Street, and headed for the Trade 
Mart or -he Airport, normally would not take the access road to Stemmons 
Freeway at this point, but \rauld proceed for a fev/ bloclws and then turn 
right into the broad Industrial Boulovsird v/hich runs roughs. y parallel to 
the Freeway and rejoins the latter at almost exactly the spot ^7he^e the 
Trade Mart is located. 

What tho Commission chose to overlook, or at any rate failed 
to tell its audience, is that westward traffic normally is very heavy along 
both Elm and Main Streets, which run pcrallel. If it truly wero a normal 
traffic rule for cars moving v/estward on in tho direction of tho Trade 
Mart, tho Airport or the Pirnpike, to turn right at Houston, geing one 
bloclt north and then turning loft on Elm - as the presidential motorcade 
did - tho inevitable reeult would bo a nox^manent traffic Jarj of monster 
proportions. Poi' then tho hcav’y flov/ of cars coming down Main street would 
have to merge with tho equally heavy flow down Elm Street at tho Book Depo~ 
sltory corner. Actually, Elm Street traffic normally turns into Stemmons 
Freeway and Main Street traffic goes on to Industrial Boulevard, x^iich 
allows for a fairly smooth operation all day long. 

Korsovor, with the Rresidont's safety at stake in a turbulent 
and clearly liostilo city, priority should certainly have been gtvon to 
elementary consider atlona of eecurity, in charting the "appropriate" itine- 
rary, rather than to the solicitude to provide"vantage points" for specta- 
tors. 

The principal shortcoming of tho Warren Cocaalssion, In tho 
matter, is that It completely failed to look into the question whether 
tho itinerary could have been charted by inside conspirators precisely in 
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such a Q&nner as to provide the best opportunities tor a deadly aobush 
yet at the same time leave room for specious ai'^umonts about traffic con^ 
ditions. Isn't it natural, v/hon you plan to assassinate the President, 
to make allowance for all ld.nds of pretexts and subterfuges that 7/ould 
seem to explain the treacherous arranssments made? 

If the Commission really had wanted to find the truth, it VK>uld 
have tried to visualise, at least as a theoretical possibility, what un- 
doubtedly has been the real sequence of events; 

First, the decic3.on was made to use the President's visit to Texas 
for set ting Up a tr«^ in which he could be iillled effectively by cross- 
fire (1 year* before, President Charles de Gaulle of franco was to have 
been assassinated in the same manner, but escaped through sheer luck and 
the quick response of Ms bodyguards). 

Next, persongjthcroughly faMliar with the topography of Dallas 
suggested that Dea3.^y Plaza with its tall buildings overlooking a wide 
open n^^ace, its Triple Underpass, its colonnades and its parking areas 
hidden by trscs, bushes and fences presented ell the features for an 
ideal death trap. 

Than, in tho third place, an Itinorary had to be found that rauld 
sees CO justify leading tho motorcade right into tills trap. 

Thcit this la, indeed, the correct interpretation of events becomes 
readily apparent fi’cm a searching review of what the Unrren Report, ?/ll- 
liam Manchester's "The Death of a President" and authoritative press re- 
ports have had to say ©bout the m,alsing of the fateful trjivel ©rraRge- 
mentsv 

To begin with tho V/arren Report, it states; "An importeoit purpose 
of the President's visit to Dallas was to speak at a luncheon given by 
business and civic leader®. The White Mouse staff infoimiod the Secret 
Service that tho President would arrive and depart from Dallas* Love Field; 
that a motorcade through the doimtown area of Dallas to the lunchoon site 
should be arranged; and that following the luncheon the* President would 
return to the airiix>rt by the most diroct route. Accordingly, it was impor- 
tant to deterialne the luncheon site as quickly as posaiblo, so that secu- 
rity could bo established ©k the site and the motorcade route eelocted," 

T\7o obaervatiotts are in order. In the first placo, this paragi'aph 
conveys tho impression that the Socret Service was Informed by the Wislte 
House staff at one and the gainS^®Hat the the President would (a) arrive 
and depart frcia Lovo Field: (b) that a motorcade to the luncheon site 
should bo arranged; and (c? Shat the return to the airjxirt would be by the 
siost direct route. This is inexact mid indeed niisloading, for tho decision 
to hold a motorcade was not mado imtil Wodaesdr.y, Ilovember 20 (sea below), 
six dajos after the lunclieoa site had been selected and flv'o days after 
V7inston Lawson, tho representative of the ’.Thlto House detail of the Secret 
Service, bad arrived :ln Dallas to cheek arrangements from the viewpoint 
of secur’ity. Instinjction (b), than, cannot have beon given to the Socret 
Servico at the sane time aa (a) and (c). 

And two, why was it iiai«)rtant only to establish security at 
the luncheon cite and not along ?11 of the motorcade s*oute?

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three potential sites for the luncheon. One buildins. Market Uall, was 
unavailable for November 22. The second | the T/omen*s Building at the .State 
Fair Qrounds, was a one-story building with few entrances and easy to make 
secure, but it lacked necessary food-handling facilities and had certain 
unattractive features, including a low ceiling with e:cposed condtd.ts and 
beams. The third possibility, the Treuie Mart, a handsome new building with 
all the necessary facilities, presented seeiirity problems* It had numerous 
entrances, several tiers of balconies 8urro\indi.ng the central court where 
the luncheon would be held, and several catwalks crossing the court at each 
level. On November 4, Sorrels told Behn he believed security difficulties 
at the Trade Hart could be overcome by special precautions. Lawson also eva- 
luated the security hazards at the Trade Mart on November 13* Kenneth O'Don- 
nell (special assistant to the President who, according to the Warren Beport ^ 
•’acted os coordinator for the trip"- J.J.) mad© the final decision to hold 
the luncheon at the Trade Mart; Behn so notified Lawson on November 

Note how quickly Borrels made up Ills mind that security hazards at 
the Trade Mart could be overcome. The same day he is asked by the head of 
the White House detail "to examine three potential sites for the luncheon" 
Sorrels expresses the view that a large building vTith numerous features 
presenting security difficulties could be made safe "by special precautions." 
This is but one of several instances in which those locally responsible for 
making the arrangements, l.e. the Dallas officials and "civla leaders," ex- 
pressed a preference for the Trade Hart above all other possibilities. The 
Warren Ctomoisslon, as usual, saw nothing suspicious in this subtle insistence 
on the Trade Mart as the most convenient luncheon site. Tet only this choice 
could lead to the selection of a motorcade route that would pass in the vici- 
nity of the Texas School Book Depository. In the case of the Women's Building, 
v/hich is located in an entirely different part of the city, it would have 
been difficult, indeed, to Justify a route leading past the Book Depository - 
even in the oyes of a Warren Commission, 

ivilliam Manchester who, as everyone Itnows, was able to draw on em 
exclusive source of information, the Kennedys, paints a very different picture

Lessor 
officials - such as the state's senior sonatcr Yarborough - \7ould be relegated 
to the lower,

which appeared in the London Sunday Times and which represents > according 
to an explicit editorial noto^ "the veraion. .. authorised by Mrs. Jacqueline

Now, to quoto 
Manchostcr further: 

"Tho iseiio was bucked up to tho ‘Thlte House, where the policy 
was 3ti3.i to appease Conaally. On Roveaber IZ4., Kenneth O'Donnell opted for 
the Trade Hart, though tho two-tlorod top table was rejected." 

This paragraph, of course, uakos no sense whatsoever* If con- 
nally really xjref erred tho Trade Mart to the l'7oinon'a Building, then it was, 
according to Itanchestar himself, because the former vraa suitable and the 
tho latter unsuitable for the Governor's pet scheme of installing a two- 
tlorad top table.

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- jBore "than could "be invitod - should have the oppoi-tunlty to see the Pre- 
sident. The President, as vre understood it, had a desire to see the people. 
When this desire on the part of the people and on the part of White House 
representatives was expressed, wo did not feel it was our prerogative to

”a feeling" that more people wanted to see the President than could be in- 
vited to the luncheon. Who tested that feeling and how? It ie also "under- 
stood" that the President "had a desire to see the people."

I hed alre^y pointed out the absurdity of this official 

assumption in OswaJ-d: Assafisia or Pall but the iVarren CcimaiBaion, 

forever auKrlcua to close Its eyes to the truth, chose to ignore it. Since 
then, tho testimony of a ranlsiag Dallas 1T3I official, James P. Hosty Jr., 
the agent entrusted by hi a bureau with the taelc of keeping an eye on tho 
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Hoveraento of Lee II. Oswald, has s'brilcingly confirmed the early, tell-tale 
revelation by the Herald- Tribune. 

"Agent Hosty testified that he was fully aware of the pending Presi- 
dential visit to Dallas, ” the Warren Report states. "He recalled that the 
special agent in charge of the Dallas office of the FBI, J. Qordon Shanklin, 
had discussed the President's visit on several occasions, Including the re - 
gular biweskly conference on the morning ofi Hoveaber 22... 

"Hosty testified that he did not know until the evening of Thursday, 
November 21 , that there was to be a motorcade, however, and never realized 
that the rgotorcade \70uld pass the Texas School Book Depository Building .

Hero the V/arren Report is really stretching credibility to the 
breaking point. Imagine thu situation. The President is coming to town and 
all the law enforcement agencies are on the alert. On the very norning of 
his arrival, a briefing is held at FBI headquarters and a top agent - Iloaty 
?raB on the second echelon of the Dallas bureau - emerges of it ignorant of 
the motorcade arrangements, although his duty is precisely to keep suspects 
out of harm's way! He, the agent watching Oswald, docs not !mov/ what the lat- 
ter is fully conversant with, that is, that the President's car is going to 
pass beneath the Book Depository, witiiin convenient shooting distance... 

The v/hol© thing is such a transparent web of lies, subtei'fuges, 
fabrications and distortions one really wonders how anybody in !iis right 
mind who ever studied the nattei' can have been taken in by it. 

For the Warren Coiamission , it wold have been easy to cut through 
this web of false pretenaon. All it would have had to do was to stage a gene- 
ral confrontation of all the persons knovm to have had a hand in the making 
of the three crucigd. docisS.ons that led to the Doaley Plaaa ambush: (a) the 
decision to hold the luncheon at the Trade Mart, rather than at the v/oaen's 
Building; Co) the decision that "catae so late in the planning" to hold a mo- 
torcade through the do\'^cowii area; end (c) the decision to lead the motorcade 
past the Texas School Book Depository, unboknovm to the occupants of the 
presidential car.

5* Raymond E. Buck , president of the Fbrt North Ciiambar of 
Commerce, who was active in arranging the prior motorcade throuf^i that city. 

4. Konnoth O'Donnell, one of Kennedy's most trusted aildes, 
whose actions both before an'd"aitfer the Dallas tragedy are open to ouspicion 
(among other tilings, he v/ar. responsible for the outrageous Itidnaping of the 
dead President's body from the lav/ful Jurisdiction of the Dallas County Medi- 
cal Bxaitiiner , as is described in detail in my book Oswald: The Truth ) 
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5 . Secret Service agents Forrest V. Sorrels and ?flnaton Lasrson 

6 . FBI bureau chief J. Gordon Shanklla 

7 . Dallas Chief of Police Jesse E. Curry and his top aides.

Buck and Cullura,hnve spocifically stated 
that the decision to hold motorcades in the t>.7in cities 'was made "in the 
24 to 35 hours" (Buck) or "two or three days" <Cullura) baforo the Presi- 
dent’s arrival. These unqualified atatemonts glarinf^ly expose the fallacy 
of the Conraission’s contention that the route was "reviewed" by Lav/son, 
Sorrels, Batchelor and others as early as Hovonber 15 . The Commission is 
obviously lyin/t here and it does so for the manifest purpose of shielding 
the responsible nolle e end Secret Service officials who together ?/lth 
members of the Dallas Cltlaonc Council plotted the fateful route and put 
it into effect at so late an hour that no objections could be raised by 
honest officials who wore not privy to the conspiracy. So late, Indeed, 
that oven the occunants of the presidential car did not knov/ v/here they 
wore -sOing.

Most significantly, the *>7arre;i Conuiiission also failed to 
euicMon tha t\7o "civic leaders" that had been moat active in v-iald.ng the 
arrangenemts, Keesrs, Buck and Cullua, Evl,doRtly, the Comitiission did not 
wont to hear from their lips, in sworn testimony, what those gontlerienjt 
alroady had told the Kew York Herald Trlb'ana and which, as le have seen, 
is in flagrant contrast with the "findings" of the Coromiesion.

Pbr tho plot to ld.ll President Kennedy to have a masimua chance of 
success, it was necessary to drav.' him out of an enviromiient v/here he in 
was ui'dinarily woll-protected, such as 'Vashin^ton, and lead ’aim to a place 
where the security apparatus could be effectively neutralized. Dallas was 
just such a place, for t’aero tho police force was in the hands of an or- 
ganization (the Citizens Council) determined to jjet rid of the liberal, 
orogressive, peace-minded Chief Executive. In all of the United States, 
there was no city whero Kennedy had more active and powerful enemies. Wot 
only tho local police force, but also the re.'d.onal bureaus of the FBI and 
the Secret Service were headed by persons hostile to him. In Dallas there 
wao, to use the favorite LBJ term a.^ain, a "consensus^' that Kennedy was 
a prosidont tho nation could do v/ithout and that Lyndon B. Johnson v;ould 
aalce a fine successor- And out of that consensus developed the conspiracy. 

But first you ’nad to jset the prospective victim into your grip ~ and 
Kennedy was reluctant to make the trip to Texas which he himself described 
to his TriLfe, only a few hours before Ills death, as ”nut country." There 
was only one man who could induce Kennedy to do what he didn't v/ant to do, 
i.e. to take that trip down to darkost Texas- That man was Lyndon B. John- 
son, 

Just hov/ loath Kennedy was to go to Texas, and how strong the pressu- 
re was wM.ch Johnson brought to boar on him has first becomo !«iovm through 
■7illiam Manchester's "Tho Death of a President." The published version, at 
that, is far less outspoken on this ticklish subject than the author’s 
original manuscript had been. Long before Manchester’s censorship problems 
wore highlighted by Iiis spectacular rift vm.th the Kennedy family, his manu- 
script had been thoroughly rovaiapod by the editors of Harper Row and of 
Look magazine especially in this respect. Many passages that v/ere deemed 
to be offensive to President Johnson had already been deleted and indeed 
the whole first chapter, and the introduction, had been purged. But even 
what is loft after this blue-pencil rampage goes a long way to expose John- 
son as the driving force behind the fateful journey. 

T’ne pretext Johnson used to lure his chief into the prepared death 
trap vms a political one. lie alloged that tbs intarparty feud betv/een Go- 
vernor Connally and the coaaervativo ’.d.ng of the Democratic Party on one 
hand, and Senator Ralph 'farborough and the liberal faction on the other 
hand, had reached such proportions that a party split threatened which might 
result in the loss of Texas to the Republicans at the 19^4 elections. 

"So Kennedy was obliged to stop in and patch things up," Manchester 
writes. "He had to make a real production of the trip, with Connally, Yar- 
borough, Johnson and himself appearing together in public and in apparent 
harmony. The proanect was unappetising and vei^ n g to Kennedy . It appeai'ed 
to ’lira that Johnson ought to bo able to resolve this petty dispute himself; 
the trip seemed to be an imposition ." 

In tho publislied version of tho book, Manchester then goes on to 
"explain" in a very unconvincing manner why Johnson supposedly v;asn’t able 
to settle the political diapute in his or/n hone state .so that It v/as ne- 
cessEiry to impose on the President to tho point of forcing him into an 
"unappetising and vexing" journey: 

"Actually, Johnson's problems vtore authentic. Politically, he had 
become a cipher..." So far, eo good. But then Manchester goes on to illu- 
strate his point by saying that "Mrs. Johnson had never seen the inside 
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of the famous Presidontlal plane,'* and that **if Johnson wanted to use a 
plane he had to apply to the President's Air FPrce Aide, and sometimes - 
mortifying to a man of his extreme sensitivity - the request was denied... 

\Vhat has all that got to do with Texas and the connally>7ar bo rough 
dispute? Johnson may have been a ciphex* in Washington, but his pov/er and 
prestige in Ms home state of Texas was intact. To suggest othex'wise, is 
to raislead the public about the real background of that fatal trip to 
Dallas. 

This is apparently one of the passages in the Manchester book where 
the editorial pencil had been fast at work. Newsv/eek . in a preview of 
the contents of the book, on Sept* 19 66, reported: **A third fascina- 
ting historical sidelight concerns the last V/ashington talk between JfK 
and his Vice President. It was, according to the book, an argument. The 
President didn’t want to make the trip (whose purpose was to patch a 
Democratic feud in U3J*s home state) and complained that the Vice Presi- 
dent's political clout should be sufficient to settle the rift. Mr. John- 
son is said to have replied that his influence had waned since taking 
over the Vice Presidency and that the trip was vital ." This tell-tale 
urgency which Johnson put into his plea for the trip does not appear in 
tho published book. 

The Hew York limes , on August 29, 1966, similarly imported: 

"... According to one who has read it, the Manchester manuscript 
reveals that in thoir last conversation President Kennedy and Vice Pre- 
sident Johnson got into an argument. President Kennedy did not feel tha t 
hie viait to Te xas was necessary . \Jhy couldn't Vice President Johnson, 
with all his reputed s!cLll as a Texas politician, patch up the feud be twees 
the state's two Democratic factions, the Connelly Democrats and the 
Yarborough Democrats, and let the President tend to pressing business 
in Washington? 5e fleeting that the Texas trip ended in the President's 
assassin ation in Dallas, a careless reading of the Kennedy-Johnson argu- 
mo ^ jairfijif result in anggr~~ever t^ Johnson role . 

"But Mr, Manchester is said to have given at considorable~ieiSBth 
Mr, Johnson's reasons for urging the trip. Texas had been won in 1962 tiy 
a perilously slim margin and now the deepening Dfflaocratic split threatened 
lose of the state to the Republicans in 1964. J5r. Johnson is said to hwe 
argued that, since becotalng vice President, he had lost much of his / 
political leverage in Texas, and that only a visit bv the President ^uld 

Li4"t3re"oT”all that is in the puHtt ^ s d ' veraion of thg ~~book. Above 

all, there la an unmlstakeable shift in emphasis. The original manuscript 
had Johnson driving and urging the President, oven shoving the unwanted 
trip down his throat. If "only a visit by the President would help" the 
eituation in Texas, in Lyndon Johnson's view, that was a challenge so 
strong as to be almost tontasiount to blae’.mail. In effect, Johnson was 
saying to his chief; "If you don't malce that trip to Texas, we'll lose 
the 1964 election, end the whole country v/111 know why," To a full-blooded 
politician like Kennedy, the threat of such political calamities must have 
sounded so orainously, ho couldn't but yield. To put it bluntly, perhaps 
oven crudely, but nevertheless accurately, Johnson in the case pricked 
and goaded Kennedy towards the prepared death trap the \?ay cattle is driven 
into the slaughterhouse.

What Is more; Johnson iras the only Democratic leader of conse- 
quenca*to advise, nay to urge, Kennedy to make that trip to Tezas. Several 
others are on record as having strenousXy opposed the idea. The most pro- 
minent of those was no other than Governor Connelly who, in an interview 
^e PaJJlas Times Herald s published on Jan. 9» 1967,«nmistakoably 
stated that he had been against the project, 

'»! reminded him (Kennedy) he had not made a political appearance 
In Tezas since the 19^ campaignt " ComaalXy said, *^and that if ho spoke 
at four fund-ralaing dinners, he iTOUld bo accused of coining to Texas *just 
to take back a lot of money. ’ '• 

It doesn't matter why Connally was opposed to the presd-dential 
visit to his state. The fact that he tried to prevent Kennedy from coming 
is enough to expose the hollovmogs of Johnson's pretext for luring the 
President into the Dallas ambush. Significantly, the AP dispatch from 
Dallas reporting the above statement began with these words, "Gov. John B. 
Connally has indicated he did not want President Kennedy to talc© the trip 
to Dallas in November, 1965, »•«" And the Nevf afork Herald Tribune (Paris 
edition) headlined the story, on Januax' 10, 19^7: COMALLY SAYS HE WAWHE D 
liENNSDY NOT TO GO TO TEXAS. 

As a matter of fact, Connally must have indicated these feelings 
even at the time of the tragedy while ho was at the hospital. Por, The 
Dallas Morning; Hovifs . on November 23, 1963? stated that Connally had gone 
to Washington to persuade Kennedy to call off his planned two-day, five- 
city tour of Texas. The story said that the Governor’s purpose V7as two- fold 
- the trip wo^lld expand rather than heal the split in the Texas Democratic 
Party, and "there was tlie •pos sl' bllit?^ of some unpleaaantr.ess , " (From the 
Now York Sunday News, 11-2J4-- 63T* 

On both counts, Connally was right. The fallacy of the Johnson 
pretext for taanoeuverlng KeanGdy into a position whore he could be con- 
voiC;*-ently oliialnatod was exposed the day the presidential visit to Dallas 
took place. Indeed, a front-page story in the Dallas Morning News of Nov. 
22,1965, proclaj-med "STORM OF POLITICAl. CONTROVERSY SWIRDS AROUND rCENNEDY 
ON VISIT," while another was headlined - because Senator Yarborough, in 
Fort Worth, had refused to ride in the same car as Lyndon Johnson - YARBO- 
ROUGH SiNJBS LBJ. And, according to Manchester, the first result of the 
trip was that the feud between the Connally and the Yarborough factions 
"had become the biggest political story in the nation," 

As for the "unpleasantness" Connally was expecting, I believo 
this was a covert reference to the Governor’s inside Imowlodge of tho 
Jack Ruby plot against himself (wliich is doscri bed in detail in the first 
tv;o chaptcro of my book Oswald; The Truth ) ^ich inigiit conceivably also 
lead to harming the President. At all ovents, this remark aho’ws that Con- 
nally had other, for more serious, seasons for 'warning Keimody off than 
the rather potty ones ho cited in his January 196? interview with tho 
Dallas Times Heral d . 

According to tho abovo-cited AP dispatch from Dallas, Jaii, 9, 
1967, Connally "made tho roraarks in reaction to reported statoiaents in 
Williain Manchester ’ s book, "The Death of a Procident- ’ Mr. Manchester re- 
ports in the book that five proiainent Democrats strongly urged Prosident 
Kennedy to keen Da3.1as off Ms Texas It'inarary because of what they felt 
was a liighly charged atmosphero of antagonism tov/ard him in the city. Mr, 
Manchester does not mention Govornor Connally.,, as ono of those who ad- 
vised the Prosidoat to omit Dallas..." 
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Who ^ere those other "flvo i>roiainoiit Deiaocrate” that had *fstron|^- 
ly urged Preeident Kennedy to keep Dallas off hie IToxae itinerary?" The 
readers of the "authorised" version of the Manchester book will never

For now we coae w one of the most algnlflc 
"shocking, "revisions" that have been worked into the Manches 
slbly to spare Jackie Kennedy* s feelings but in reality for a quite 
rent purpose: la order to prevent the osposure of Lyndon B. Johnson as 
the man who single handedly pushed Kennedy into making that fateful Dalivas 
trip over the opposition of six prominent Democrats, Indudtng his 
close friend and loo^ tical ally, Connally* 

■ In the ag pudishod In 'the LonSon Sunday 

Times of January 22, 19S7, one reads in ti nr p aragr aph following that little 
incident about the selction of the Trade Mart and Connally*s fruitless 
attempt at getting a two- tiered table arrangement: "The atmosphere in Dallas 
was becoming highly charged by inflammatory statements. No one dreamed that 
Kennedy would be killed there, though there were many who feared that he 
might be embarrassed.n 

What Manchester originally had written is apparent from the 
German-language and French-language versions which have been publlsbsd, 
respectively, in Per Stern (Jan. 15, 196?) and in Paris-Hatch (same date): 

In retyf^dit^ron— -fehs-O orman t& yt _E^ds as follows: 

"Throu^out that month (Movember,1965) Byron Skelton, the^IJexan 
delegate to the Hational Committee of the Democratic Party, had been pif.- 
gued by sinister forebodings. For, in the meantime, the atmosphere in 
Dallas had become so explosive that Skelton was genuinely worried. On Ho- 
vember 4, he decided to do something about it. He wrote to Attorney Gene-| 
ral Robert Kennedy: * To tell the truth, I would be greatly relieved If 
the President were to omit Dellas from hie Itinerary . " Two days later, 
Se’wir^te a letter to Joiuisdn^s adviser, Walter Jeiikine, in which he ag« 
expressed his concern a?id his distrust of Dallas." 

At this point, I have to swit^ to the Franen: -language version 
in P aris-Match which contains important additional details about the Skel- 
ton warning which Per Stern chose to omit: "And, to be sure that he XTculd 
be able to get his point" across, he (Slcolton) the following weolt took an 
airplane to Washington and talked to John Bailey and Jerry Bruno at the 
National Cozaraittee. All those efforts by Skelton proved absolutely fruit- 
less. On Bovember S, the Attorney-General, who knew him and took Iilm se- 
riously, forwarded Skelton's letter to 0* Donne 11 who Judged it to be an 
unfounded intuition. " 

At thic juncture, the Stern and Paria-Match versions again re- 
join the Sunday Tjmee story, except for one more highly significant epi- 
sode which, in the Gtezrman and French texts follows after the Arthitr Schle- 
singer Incident and which again is oisslng in the "authorized" version as 
publlahcd in the Sunday p.mes . Again, therefore, I retranslate what must 
liavo been in the original manuscript of the Manchester book but what sub- 
sequently was ollolnatecl by ovor-zoalous censoi>s: 



"The most clear-cut wax'nlng, which had boon addressed to the 
President himself, was coundod by the liberal Senator J . VJllllam Fulbright 
of Arkansas. Falbxi^t mistrusted Dallas because of its past record of 
political v^ence. He was afraid - physically afraid - and readily acknow- 
ledged it. On Octobor 5t <>» the eve of the last meeting between Kennedy 
and connaHy at whl.eh arrangements for the trip were discussed, Fulbright 
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eptreatod the President not to go to Dallas. He said to Kennedy: ^Dallas 
learory dangerous spot. I wouldn*t want to go there myself. Don't you 
go there either.'" 

How one can understand that Lyndon Johnson moved heaven and earth 
to have these revealing passages "edited" out of the Manchester book be- 
fore it was published in Dngllah: For they show with dozsling clarity 
that he was alone In Ms insistence that Kennedy should go to Dallas. 
Everybody else who had a say in th© matter - Connelly, Ptilbright, Steven- 
son, Schle singer, Sl^elton, Bruno etc, was opposed, and for good reasons, 
for Dallas' record of violence was indeed bleak and well-established. 

One tnox'o thing must be added here. Let me quote now from a UPI 
dispatch, datelined Dallas, Jan. 10, 1967: 

"Sen. Ralph Yarborou^, D., I'exas, a raain character in ?/illlam 
Manchester's 'The Death of a President,* said yesterday he plans to write 
his own hook on the Kennedy aeoeissinatlon but will wait until 1973 to 
publisli It, Sen. Yarborough told the Pallas Sjaes Herald he will wait 
until 1973 because 'there will be two presidential elections behind us 
then. ' . , . " 

?*hat's clear enough. By 1973, if the worst comes to the worst, 
and barring of course a coup d'dtat, Lyndon B, Johnson will no longer 
bo President of the United States, 

I have no doubt that the Yarborough book Mil be sensational - 
provided the Senator lives to v/rlte it.

The Guilt of the Secret Service 

President John F. Kennedy would not be dead, and Lyndon B, John- 
son woiad not now be president, if the secret service, on November 22, 
1963, had done its duty. Not even the Warren Coomission would question 
that stateraont. It did administer a reprim€md to the Secret service - oh, 
an over so mild one - but merely suggested that its failure to protect 
the President effectively was due to lack of liaison vd,th the FBI and to 
inadequate surveillance of the buildings along the parade route. 

"Ihe Commieeion believes that both the FBI and the secret 
Service have too narrowly construed their rospoctlve responsibilities," 
the Warron Report piously remarks, laindful only of Oswald, as always. 

'.Tilliam Msmehoster has been no re severe towards the secret 
Scrv4.ee, but ho, too, stops at the water's edge. "Book Scores Kennody 
Security , " The New York Tinas headlined on article published on Dec. 20, 
19 S6 Tinternational Edition) about the then forthcoming Manchester book. 

"A !3an who fhaa\ aov] the 1,300 peige manuscript said today that 
the book gave names of allS^dly negligent Dallas policemen, agents of 
the Federal Bureau of InvestigatiDa and Secret SerMca men in appraising 
the assassination in Dallas Nov. 22, 1963," the article stated, "This 
book," said tho man who aaked to remain unidentified, " is full of the 
ineptitude of those who ’.Tore supposed to protect the President , " 

Tliore is only one vx>rd wrong In that sentence: ineptitude. 
Ck >aplicity vToiild have been the right term. 
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All those lELsleedlns stateiaents In the press about the ”stupidity” 
of the Dallas police, the "ineptitude*' of the Secret Service, the "negli- 
gence" of the FEE etc, have recently been shattered by the most tell-tale 
disclosure to precede the Garrison inquiry in New Orleans. I had just 
wound up By manuscript of Oswald: The Truth , when this truly senaational 
development occurred. However, it was still possible to add a final 
chapter ("Breakthrough to the Truth") to the book before going to press, 
in which the natter Is discussed as fully as is possible at this tine* 

There is no need for me, therrfore, to go into all the details again in 
the present voluem. However, the gist of the story must be recapitulated 
because it is also essential to a correct appraisal of how the Secret 
Service, or at any rate its Dallas section, helped to put Lyndon B. John- 
son in tho saddle. 

On Fob. 2, 1967, the Miatai Hews , in an exclusive story witten by 
Bill Barry, revealed that the Ittani poiice had in its files a tape recor- 
ding of a conversation hold on Nov, 9, 1963, between a police Informer 
and a Ku-Klux-Klan- type terrorist in which the latter described just how 
President Kennedy could be assassinated, - two weeks before it happened. 

Kennedy was due in Hi ami on Noveober IS, 1963* Alerted by its in- 
former, who had heard repeated taDc about an assassination attempt, the 
Miami police instructed this nan to lure his acquaintance, the terrorist, 
to Hioffli so his conversation could be recorded. It turned out to be a 
veritable blueprint of the actual assassination In Dallas, two weeks later. 
After the story had first appeared in the Ml ami News , the Miami police not 
only confirmed it but also played the tape for reporters. According to on 
AP dispatch from Miami, Feb, 3, 1967, this conversation was on the tape: 

Bnfonaer: "I think Kennedy is coming here on the 18th, or some- 
thing like that, to make some IdLnd of speech... He \kL 11 have a thousand 
bodyguards* " 

Man: "The more bodyguards ho has, tho oasier it is to get him." 

Informer: "V7ell, how in the hell do you figure \7ould bo the best 
way to get him?" 

Man; "Krom an office building r/ith a higli-pov/ored rifle." 

Later the man said; "... talto it (the rifle) up there unassembled 
and assemble it and..." 

Afterward, the man said, tho police "v;ould leave no stone un- 
turned" trying to find tho Idller. " They will pick up somebody ^iltliin 
hours afterv/ard . . . Just to throw the public off . " 

There you have it in a nutshell, the \’rfiole Dallas story, althougl 
as the dispatch points out, Dallas was not aentlonod in the conversation: 
the office building; the high-powered rifle that is talsen into it, unas- 
sembled; the calm assurance of tho prospective Itlller, or his confederate, 
that the Secret Service wouldn't interfere; even tho prediction that the 
police, after the deed, would pick up soael^dy vri.thin, hours "just to throw 
the public off.” 

But that is not the end of an amasing revelation. Even more 
important is the fact, aclEnowledged by the kxkkatx Miami police, that the 
contents on tho tape had been turned over to the Seci'^t Service before 
President Kennedy was Itilled . ' 

In order to appreciate fully the enormity of what happened, 
compare these dates: 
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On, or shortly aftor Nov. 9s 1963, the x^ecrat service, the agency 
charged vrf.th the protection of the President, is informed officially, 
through police channels, of plans to assassinate the Chief Exacutive. 

Dotaiis of the plot are availahle: a high-powered rifle is to be taken, 
unassembled, into an office building to bo reassembled there and then 
Used for presidential murder. 

Five days later, the Secret Service approves in principle (accor- 
ding to the iTarren Report) [an open-car parade through a city of known 
hostility like Dallas. No changes are made in this plan even after the 
t^ami police, on the occasion of the President's visit to that city, on 
November 18, has explicitly barred the pro;j 0 ct of a motorcade through 
the downtown area because of the known danger ( that, too, is in the above- 
cited AP dispatch). 

And, finally, a motorcade route is selected wh^-ch leads the pre- 
sJ.dentlal car, with its bubhletop dorm and no bodyguards on the rimning- 
boards (as a raattor of fact, there v/ere none on that type of limousine), 
at a alorr pace beneath the open trlndows of an uninspected tall office 
buLllding. And then the predictable, or rather the predicted, murder comes 
to pass. 

What would you call that? Ineptitude? Oarelssanees? Stupidity? 

I call it complicity. 

Tho guilt of the Secret service is not only higlillghted by this 
story which would be incredible, indeed, if it did not cone from a police 
soureoi it also crj.es out from every pa^ of the Mancheater book descri- 
bing events immediately before and aftoi* the aaaassination. The most revea- 
ling passage is this one: 

’T/ithin the first ctLnuten after the final shot was fired the split 
betv/eon loyalists and realists began to tear the secret Service asunder. 

Tho first realist was Agent Eiaory Roberts, who made the switch in allegiance 
w Mle Kennedy’s heart was still beating ... As tho follow-up car picked up 
momentum Roberta st\j.d to Agent K.ll McIntyre, who had been standing up In 
the car behind Clint Hill: 

got him . You and Bennett take over Johnson os soon as we 

stop . ” 

The guilt of the Secret Service is as cloar as tho day. 3«t 
again it must be said th.at nano of these fellows would have dared to 
ignore aa official v/arning like that they had received from tho Iiiaral 
police; to disregard basic rules of their service about the surveillance 
of tall buildings along a parade route; to engage in revelry iho night 
before duty (for details, see the Hanchoater book); or to svjitch their 
loyalty iTith such ligSitning cpcod from a moribm^d president to hla con- 
stitutional successor, if tliey had not been euro of impunity. 

They counted on Lyndon B. Johnson to protect thora against all 
"untoward consoqiiencos of their aani.feat disloyalty and in that they were 
right. President Johnson did shield them, and all the other murderers, 
accciaplicea and acceosorios aftor tho fact, in the case, not only against 
reprisols but even against public oxposui’o. 

That is the mattei’ wo shall doal with in Volume II of “The 
Case Agfiinst London B* Joimson,"

Garrison wouldn’t live sixty days". The cab driver, Cornelius 
G. Perkins, 1969 Owens Boulevard, Apt. "A", New Orleans, La., 
was interviev/ed and repeated his story to the undersigned^ 
officers and gave a description of his passenger. One, Sidney 
J. Dugas, VJ/M, 47, living at 3430 Franklin Avenue was inter- 
viewed and admitted taking a cab from the track to his house 
on the date in question, but couldn’t remember what he told 
the cab driver because he was intoxicated. Dugas stated he 
could have made the statement because everyone in the bar 
was talking along those lines. 

The undersigned officers have located Andrew Blackmon 
and Melvin Seeling. 

Andrevv Blackmon left San Francisco, Calif., ^^arch 17, 
1967 , on the S.S. Baylor Victor, said ship is owned by Victory 
Carriers Incorporated, 647 Fifth Ave., Nev/ York, N.Y. Said 
ship is enroute to Korea, Saigon, Viet Nam and Japan and will 
return to San Francisco in approximately 65 days. The under- 
signed officers will be notified by the company as to the 
exact date, pier and time that this ship will arrive in San 
Francisco. 

Melvin Seeling is in the U.S. Air Force and in 1965 
was stationed at the Keesler AF Base, Mississippi. At the 
present time he is an Airman First Class, 4200 AEM Squadron, 
Beale Field, California. 
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The undersigned officers have been unable to find 
a birth certificate on Clay Shaw at the present time but 
were able to obtain a certificate of death on Gloris Lenora 
Shaw, State File #20649, father of Clay Shaw. At the time 
of death, G. L. Shav; was retired but the certificate listed 
his occupation before retirement as an Agent for the U.S. 
Treasury Department. Clay Shaw’s mothers name before marriage 
was Alice Herrington. Two other death certificates were 
obtained, Nancy Arsene Shav/, File #344 and one of T. C. Shaw, 
File #439, all three certificates were given to Louis Ivon. 

The undersigned officers made a trip to Hammond, La., 
and obtained three newspapers from the Daily Star. Papers 
are dated 3-2-67, 3-3-67 and 3-10-67. Stories about G. L. 

Shaw appeared in these nev/spapers after the death of Ferrie. 

All three papers were given to Louis Ivon. 

On V/ednesday night, April 12, the undersigned officers 
v/ere on Bourbon Street, trying to locate a subject, and ran 
into an important v/itness in this case (v/itness name not 
revealed in this report but was given verbally to Louis Ivon). 
Said witness was in the 544 Club on Bourbon Street. 

In reference to the long distance telephone bill from 
Marlene Mancuso, dated 5-6-66, totaling §104. 62, it was deter- 
mined that said calls v/ere made by Gordon Novel. The following 
numbers v/ere traced to:

160 lbs., black hair, brown eyes, ruddy complexion, DOB 9-19-26. 
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In September, 1965, Harris v;as living at 750 Ponce 
deLeon Avenue, NE, Atlanta, Ga., his mother is Ruth A, 

Burdette, Senoia, Ga., has a sister, Betty Stanley, 2635 
Hayden Drive, East Point, Ga. We are still av/aiting more 
information on Harris. 

The undersigned officers v;ent to the U.S. Post Office, 
New Orleans and attempted to interview the Post Master, A. 

Frank Fairley, but were referred to Inspector V/. L. Ferrell. 
Ferrell informed us that the only way to obtain any information 
on the mail carriers vjho delivered mail to 1313 Dauphine Street 
was through a court order, due to their rigid rules set down 
by the Federal Government pertaining to giving out this type 
of information.

On March 3, 1967, at about 5;30 P.M. , Richard Burnes and 
I interviewed DANTE MAROCHINI . The interview took place in Jim 
Alcock's office. ; ^ 

RESIDENCES , • 

DANTE MAROCHINI said he arrived in New Orleans in about 
December of 1961 and at that time took up residence at 1309 Dauphine i 

Street. His landlady was GERTRUDE HARRISON, a colored female. 

MAROCHINI stated the reason for coming to New Orleans was that he 
was on hi.s way to Houston and stopped in New Orleans to visit a 
relative (cousin or brother-in-law) . This relative was not in New 
Orleans at the time, but had moved to the Mississippi Coast where 
he is employed as an engineer for a firm (believed to be Honeywell) . 

DANTE M.^ROCHINI stated that he took up residence at 1309 Dauphine 
because he v/as told that the rent was cheap, about 7 or 8 dollars. 

Also, at this same time, JAMES LEWALLEN was* living at 1309 Dauphine 
Street. DANTE remained at that address for approximately 3 months. i 

He and JAMES LEWALLEN then moved to an apartment located at 4919 , j 

S. Carrollton Avenue. They resided together at this apartment for ! 

approximately Ih months. At this time, LEWALLEN, for some unexplained I 

reason, left the apartment and DANTE remained there for approximately f 

3^2 months. DANTE then moved to 5319 Loyola. He lived there by ^ 

himself until he was married on October 31, 1962, and continued to f 

reside there with his wife until November of 1964 when he bought his \ 

present residence. • . 
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EMPLOYMENT 


DANTE MAROCHINI began with working for James Comiskey 
in his winery. DANTE described his duties as general managing, and 
he specifically mentioned some of his duties as the fixing of tanks, 
re-lining of the tanks, and supervising the other workers. Some time 
after leaving that employment DANTE worked for Solarie's, Inc. In 
April of 1963 DANTE MAROCHINI went to work for the Standard Coffee 
Company located at 725 Magazine Street. This company is owned by 
William B. Reily who also owned, at that time, the William B. Reily 
Coffee Company, Inc., at 640 Magazine. Street. it is this latter 
coffee company that LEE HARVEY OSWALD worked for while here in the 
city. DANTE remained with this company until August 1963. His 
'duties were that of a route salesman. His route was generally in 
the Uptown area. After leaving the coffee company, DANTE went to 
v;ork for the Chrysler Corporation at the Michaud Facility. 


ASSOCIATIONS 
(Dave Ferrie) 

DANTE MAROCHINI stated that he first met DAVID FERRIE 
through JAMES LEWALLEN. This was at a time v/hen JAMES LEWALLEN . 
was working for National Car Rental and when DAVID FERRIE Was an 
investigator for G. WRAY GILIj, Attorney. DANTE MAROCHINI stated 
he has been to DAVID FERRIE' s house possibly 5 or 6 times. He 
stated that the first time was s few months before his (MAROCHINI ' s) 
marriage on October 31, 1962. He stated that the last time was at 
least 3 years ago. MAROCHINI stated that JAMES LEWALLEN was with 
him every time that he went to DAVID FERRIE' s residence. MAROCHINI 
stated that a visit would normally occur when he (MAROCHINI) would 
visit JAMES LEWALLEN v;hom he (I4AROCHINI) regarded as a personal 
friend. MAROCHINI stated that they usually went in JAMES LEWALLEN' s 
car. He, however, states that it is possible that they might have 
gone in his car at one time or another.* MAROCHINI stated that he 
owned a 1951 Pontiac during this time. He stated he sold this car 
at the end of 1963 or the beginning of 1964. MAROCHINI stated that 
he never let anyone drive his automobile. MAROCHINI stated that he 
never went to DAVID FERRIE 's house when FERRIE was not there and had

cussed such literary matters as the Divine Comedy. FERRIE often 
teased DANTE MAROCHINI about his religion, particularly MAROCHINI ' s 
failure to attend confession.

Later in the interview, Richard Burnes asked DANTE MAROCHINI 
■ .- -whether he meant that he did not remember meeting CLAY SHAW or that 
he positively remebered that he did not meet CLAY SHAW. MAROCFilNI 
expressed in emphatic terms that he was positive that he did not 
meet CLAY SHAW and that it was not just a question of remembering.** 
MAROCHINI recalled meeting a "SHAW" who lived at 1309 Dauphine v7ho 
v/as an entertainer and whose wife he also remembered. From the 
description of this "SHAW" and his wife, he could not possibly be 
referring to CLAY SHAW. MAROCHINI stated that he was living at 
1309 Dauphine Street; that 1313 Dauphine was being remodeled while 
he (MAROCHINI) lived at 1309 Dauphine but that he thought someone 
■ * was living at 1313 Dauphine Street at the time. 


Other Persons Known or Unknown to Marochini 


MAROCHINI states that ha never met the person identified 
as CLAY BERTRAND. He states that he knows GEORGE PIAZZA whom he 
met through JAMES LEWALLEN . He states that although he has no 
Interest in flying, that he had one previous flight about 3h years 
ago in DAVID FERRIE' s plane and that JAMES LEWALLEN and 2 others were

On Friday, April 14, 1967, I along with Kent Siimns of 
our staff interviewed MR. FOX. MR. FOX is presently employed 
by Hauser- American Printing Company at 441 Gravier Street in the 
city of New Orleans. LAWRENCE FOX was a C.A.P. cadet from 
approximately November 1955, until March 1957. His unit was 
located at the Nev; Orleans Airport. During this time, he does 
not recall ever having met LEE HARVEY OSWALD. From March 1957 
through December 14, 1959, FOX was a member of the armed services 
United States Air Force, In the latter part of December 1960, he 
again joined the Civil Air Patrol as a senior member.

LAWRENCE FOX's mother was 
MR. nutter's secretary- LAWRENCE believes MR. NUTTER was the 
President of International House at that time. 

FOX does not recall having been in FERRIE 's Louisiana 
Avenue Parkway apartment in the year 1963. He does not know 
PERRY RUSSO, NILS PETERSON, KENNY CARTER or SANDRA MOFFETT. FOX 
recalls that a girl by the name of Carolyn Taylor, a C.A.P. cadet, 
did some typing in the summer of 1961 for the Crusade to Free 
Cuba. FOX will attempt to locate any C.A.P. records he has and 
should he find any, will call us and make them available. 
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YOU have said you were in LEE OSWALD'S company only on one 
occasion (i^e., when you attempted to "infiltrate his 
organization").

Georgs Eckert took several photographs of this location. 

We were unable to gather any information that the training 
camp site may have bean located in or near Big Branch, other than ! 
this possible house connection. The house information v/as obtained | 
from a restaurant in Big Branch, a photograph of the said restau- 
rant v/as taken. which 

V7e then proceeded to the location of an air strip/was is 
6,7 miles from Bayou Gardens and 2 miles outside of Slidell. As ^ 
V7C proceeded dcr.’ni this side road wo came upon a site v.hich used 
to be a firing range for the Government. This site v;as photographed 
and consisted of tv'o ranges , one on each side of the road. This 
site is 2.1 miles from U.S. Hv,y.

SUBJECT: RAYMOND CUMMINGS — INTERVIEW WITH 


Pending the tape transcription of the interview 
with RAYMOND C. CUMMINGS in Dallas by James Alcock and William 
Gurvich, the following report is respectf-ully submitted based on 
notes made at the time of the interview. 

RAYMOND CUMMINGS was contacted at a VFW Club on 
Saturday, 25 February 1967 at 9:05 P.M. where he was playing 
music and was interviewed outside this club. CUMMINGS works 
for the Power & Light Company in Dallas and is a former wrestler 

According to CUMMINGS he was driving a Yellov/ Cab 
in Dallas between January and May of 1963 during which time he 
recalls picking up LEE HARVEY OSWALD at the Continental Bus 
Station and driving him to Irving, Texas. OSWALD did not have 
enough money to pay the fare and told CUMMINGS this enroute to 
Irving. OSWALD apparently saw the tattoo on CUMMINGS' arm and 
said that he, too, was an ex~Marine adding that he only had 
$1.50. CUMMINGS agreed to carry him to Irving and shut the 
meter off when it reached $1.50. He actually shut it off at 
$1.45. 


CUMMINGS recalls that OSWALD was dressed rather 
shabbily and was carrying a canvass type handbag similar to 
those that servicemen carry. OSWALD was wearing a white shirt 
with sleeves rolled up and was hatless. CUMMINGS conveyed him 
to a house, the exact address of which he does not remember. 
OSWALD told CUMMINGS he was "down on his luck”. CUMMINGS 
offered to go with Alcock ardme to Irving in an attempt to 
locate this house. 


We met CUMMINGS on Sunday, 26 February 1967 at 
12:01 P.M. and drove him to Irving, Texas, 5 miles west of 
Dallas. Follov/ing CUMMINGS' direction we crisscrossed numerous 
streets in the section of Irving that looked familxar to 
CUMMINGS. Without making a positive identification CUMMINGS 
selected 1107 Oakdale Street and sa'.id this was more familiar 
than any other house he had seen with us. The name on the mail 
box in front of this house was L. L. BARGER. This was a small 
single residence of wooden cons true tion . in a low income, serai- 
rural neighborhood. 


CUMMINGS also informed us that about one weak 


after taking OSWALD to Irving, he picked up three men at tlie 
intersection of Marsalis and the Expressway in Dallas and 
conveyed them in his cab to JACK RUBY'S Carousel Club. Accordin 
to CUMMINGS one of these men was LEE HARVEY OSWALD, another 
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DAVID WILLIAM FERRIE and he cannot identify the third man. , 

He recalls that FERRIE was unusual looking. 
CUMMINGS identified photographs of OSWALD and FERRIE from a 
variety of photographs shown to him and admits having seen 
pictures of Loth OSWALD and FERRIE in the newspapers. The 
third man was about 6* in height and looked as if he might have 
been Italian. 

CUMMINGS stated that trip sheets at the Yellow 
1 Cab Company would assist in corroborating his stories. He has 

never given this information to anyone nor has he ever been 
approached by anyone for information. 

En route to the Carousel Club, OSWALD remsmberd 
CUMMINGS and told him he appreciated the favor he did in taking 
him to Irving. The three men, as CUMMINGS recalls, were talking 
about Louisiana. Arriving at the Carousel Club, FERRIE paid 
the fare and tlie three passengers went upstairs into the Club. 
CUMMINGS described FERRIE as "a spook in the night" and felt 
! sorry for him. CUMMINGS then went upstairs into the Club 

himself and received $1.50 tip from the man at the door as a 
f gratuity for bringing customers. CUMMINGS added that this

j in this interview CUMMINGS stated that he dis-

arrest, CUMMINGS stated his Mother was hospitalized and needed 
surgery and he had gone to the bank and v/ithdrawn a large sum 
of money and was arrested for having a pistol in the front seat 
of his car which he claims he had for his own protection. 

I CUMMINGS also remarked that he would not object to helping tlie 

i FBI. CUMMINGS added he has a brother WESLEY CUMMINGS, 38 years 

of age, residing in Los Angeles, who might have met FERRIE in 
I Dallas. This brother according to CUMMINGS is an alcoholic.

I traveled to Baton Rouge, Louisiana to talk to MIGUEL 
CRUZ who informed me that he was present when CARLOS BRINGUIER 
and OSWALD had the fight on Canal Street in front of the Maison 
Blanche Building. MIGUEL ' s address in Baton Rouge, is 505 East 
Stadium Street on the L.S.U. Campus, telephone #388-2097. His 
New Orleans address is 2526 Mazant Street, telephone 943-0082. 

MIGUEL CRUZ is from Camaguay, Cuha and he came to this 
country December 5, 1962. He says that he does not know CARLOS 
QUIROGA, ALBERTO FO^-ILER or RICARDO DAVIS. Ife said that he had 
done some work for ALPHA 66, whose leader is ELOY GUTIERREZ 
MENOYA (who was subsequently captured by Castro and may be a 
prisoner in Cuba at the present time) . CRUZ said that the first 
time he saw OSWALD was when OSWALD and BRINGUIER had the fight 
on Canal Street; that he was in BRINGUIER' s store when he was 
informed by CELSO HERNANDEZ that OSWALD ■ was distributing leaflets 
in front of the Maison Blanche Building. CRUZ said tliat 2 days 
before this, OSWALD had come into BRINGUIER’ s store and offered 
to help him train Cubans for the invasion of Cuba. OSWALD showed 
BRINGUIER a Marins Training Manual that he had, and OSWALD told 
BRINGUIER that this manual told how to train people for warfare. 
CRUZ said that he and BRINGUIER and IlERNANDEZ left the store and 
immediately went to Canal Street where BRINGUIER and OSV7ALD 
exchanged a few words and had the fight, CRUZ said that he was 
arrested along with OSWALD and BRINGUIER and sat right next to 
OSWALD in the police car on the way to the district. He said 
that OSWALD never said a word either in the police car or in the 
district. The next time CRUZ saw OSWALD was when they had to go 
to court. He believes the following* day. CRUZ said at this time 
OSWALD did not say anything to anybody, and went and sat down in 
the colored section of the courtroom with some colored prisoners. 

CRUZ said that he had never seen OSWALD with any strong 
looking Latin-American type individuals, but he could remember a 
strong looking Latin-American type person around 25 or 30 years 
old who a little rail far Lhan QSWALD and who weigh ed close to 

200 pounde, standing in front of the Maison Blanc he Buildin g with 
"a camera and taking pictures of OSWALD and other people w hen 
OSWALD Was distributing leaflets the re”^ He asked a few' people 
where they were from and seemed interested in what was going on. 
He was dressed in a suit and tie and wore dark glasses. 
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CRUZ said that he did not know ANDREW BLACKMON, and 
could not identify any of the people in the picture of OSWALD 
distributing leaflets in front of the Trade Mart. I showed him 
a picture and he identified BRINGUIER, CLAUDIO CRUZ and himself 
as being in the picture. He did not know DAVE FERRIE, 

CRUZ said that he knows EMILIO SANTANA and he can re- 
member tliat SANTANA was driving a big, almost new car; that 
SANTANA told him that he was making money working for the CIA 
taking people out of Cuba. CRUZ said that SANTANA -came to his 
house one time and wanted him (CRUZ) to give him a letter and 
some papers which would signify that he (SANTANA) was a member of 
ALPHA 66. SANTANA said that this would help> him collect soma 
money for the group. CRUZ said that after SANTANA got the letter 
and some papers he never returned to his house.

Q. Mr, Andrews^ this is Boh Scott of WI^AC in Boston. 



A, Yes. 

Q. I don't know if you are aware of a story in the States-Item? 

A. I heard about it. 

Q. in regard to the investigation by the District Attorney, of the assassi- 
nation of the president, seeing how you were mentioned in' the Warren 
Commission testimony report, we w'ere wondering if you were contacted 
by the District Attorney yet? 

A, I'd rather not make any comment. I don't know, what these people are 
doing and everything else. I appeared before the Warren Commission, 
and I average about once or twice a week, people seeking for interviews 
and I Just thou^t nothing can come out of it, but you can't bring the 
President back to life again. I just don't want to get involved in it 
and besides that I like to live. If a guy can put a hole in the 
President, he can just step on me like an ant, it is not my fight. 

It's some body else's fight. 

Q. Have you ever been threatened at all? 

A. Kfo. I haven't been threatened, but people seem to feel that I know 

more than I know. In some instances it is correct, and in others, it 
is wrong, they just draw conclusions, I duck it to tell you tlie truth, 

I mean I am not interested in it one way or the other. I stay away 
from it, Biey all hound me, show me pictures and sit down and talk, 
talk. And I just listen, listen and when they are finished I tell them — 
no comment. 

Q. Who are these people you are referring to? 

A- Everybody, People from Europe. Writers, publishers, researchers, 
cranks, the whole hit, ■ 

Q. Has the Governor shown any further interest in you? 

A. Yes, they watch me. There is a tap on the phone you are talking on now. 

Q. Have you run across this Clay Bertrand again that you talked about in 

the report? 

A, Only one time, but I wasn't able to catch him, I am a little heavy 

you know and I can't move like I \ised to, I went up the street and I 
couldn't catch him. 

Q. There is a statement attributed to you in either the testimony or the 
report, at this time it escapes me, in which you said there were three 
things you were going to do and one of them was find Clay Bertrand and 
the other one was find the guy that really killed the President? Do 
you still feel that way? 

A. Well Daddeo, like I say, I like to live; but what the hell it wouldn't 

make no difference. I've done two of the three. Let's put it that way. 

Q. Do you care to say which two? 

A, No. 

Q. To the best of your knowledge would you say that Jim Garrison is conduct- 
ing an investigation into the assassination- 

A. I think Jim ought to be able bo tell you that. You cal], him and he 
will tell you whatever he wants, the number is 822-2^14. 

Q. I have already tried to contact him and he is not aroimd. 

A. Offhand, just what is in the newspapers, the headlines and the renutation 

of these reporters who covered the story and because this is a copyright 

story, it is not _a normal thing with .tte medium of communication .taking 
the steps they did with the quality* of people that they have. Hot to ■ 
my personal knowledge I say he is — . 
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conducting the investigation, but based on the reputation of the 
reporters who filed this story and the fact that the States-Item took 
the pains to copyright it, I would say I guess he is, I wouldn’t know. 

But if they put it down in headlines and copyright it I would say that 
the Picayune and the States-Item have information vrfiich lead them to 
believe they are conducting the investigation. 

Has the Times-Picayxme also printed the story? 

The Times-Picayune wiij. pick it up tomorrow morning. You see the Times- 
Picayune Corporation owns both the morning paper which is the Times- 
Picayune and the evening edition. They only have one newspaper in this 
to\m. The morning and evening editions are owned by the same publishing 
firm. 

I see. Well their reputation is pretty far and wide. 

Well, the reporter is Jack Dempsey and he's been a police reporter since 
I was a cub attorney and that is almost 20 years and he knows wiiat he 
is doing. Actually, for the break you are looking for, you are premature, 
Tnere were some people down here from Boston for Ce,mival, let’s see 
Monday, the day before Mardi Gras and they asked me for the same things 
and I don’t know, I just can’t see anything come out of it. V/liat 
difference does it make, the guy is dead? You start a lot. of sh — , mess 
up a bunch of people. I’m just kind of conservative, I believe in let- 
ting a sleeping dog lie. About all I can get out of publicity is a hole 
in ray head and my creditors will find me and think I am famous and want 
me to pay my bills, which I can’t do. 

Do you think Lee Harvey Oswa.ld was innocent? 

He never killed him, a lot of people know that, he was nothing but a 
decoy; everybody knows that. 

Don’t you think we should officially clear his name though? 

What difference does it make? To those who know, it makes no difference, 
to those who do know, no explanation will suffice. You can’t win for 
losing in this game. Ihey know, everybody knows. All you have to be is 
half way inte].ligent. That boy lacks three things; he lacks capability, 
feasibility and responsibility and the weapon couldn’t do it. They took 
his weapon and the best they had with the Feebies couldn’t lay three 
shots in a man so how could he do it? He was just a patsy. 

Do you think it was Lee that was in your office? 

I don’t think, I know that, 

V/hat possible connection do you think he migjit have had, as your 
reporters said those "gay kids" he came in with? 

Probably friends, he bummed with a few of them. 

Was there ever any questions that Lee was on the "gay" side? 

I’d say no, he was not on the "gay" side. They were associates and 
friends. Their personal problems were their own. His personal problems 
were his own. I don't believe the boy was gay. 



Q. How about any influence or pressure brouj^.t to bear on you from outside 
the country or this so called plot or anything of these other assassins, 
do you hear anything from them? 

A. Well, let’s put it this way, I practiced international law a long time. 

I know m.y way around. I know what I have to do and when I have to do it. 
If there is a plot or whatever they say there is, the passage of time 
and the people involved in it will grow old. When you grow old, you 
lose nerve and when you lose nerve, you become conservative and you just 
fade and pass. It would be my guess as to whoever did what vs.s done 
in Dallas. '

that he had any' connection with the CIA o'r the FBI? ,

Well^ okay, I-ir, Andrews, I do appreciate your talking to us. 

I wish I could go the route with you, but I've got nothing to win and 
everything to lose, you Know, like my life, I just enjoy breathing. 

I've got a well orderly life, you know, and I'd like it to stay that 
way. These people down here, I think, just listening to them and 
everything else is true, they'll have a. lot of fun, they'll, probably 

come close and just miss.

Do you think you really know the answer, you yourself? 

Well, let me put it this way, I could come closer than close, but I 
ain't even going to get that close. If the action is North, I am going 
West. Well, let me put it to you this way, it is a fantastic strange 
sort of circumstances. I don’t think this thing was plotted. I think 
the whole thing ha,ppened within ^6 or 73 hours at the most. Host 
probably 36 hours. 

If we ever open up the investigation again on some nationally recognized 
or governmental plane, will you testify before a new investigation? 

I've got the tallest memory in the world, I draw out about a minute. 
That's not what is going to do it. They done did what they have to do 
and the only people not satisfied are historians, they want to document 
everything and they couldn't care less who gets stepped on or what. 

They are looking for the Holy Grail and if they can find it God Bless 
them. Wliat are they going to do with it when they find it? They let 
Pandora out of the box and there is no way to put it back in. All you 
can get is conjecture. 

The real answers are, aside from the guy who pulled the trigger, no man 
could tell you that, Evit I think what everybody is ticked off at is the 
way in which all this mass of information was assimulated. 

It is like defining an elephant. Around on the bayou, when I was a kid, 
they told us a little story. They took four blind men to a zoo, one 
grabbed an elephant by the trunk, and said I know what he is like. He's 
like a snske. Ai.other one grabbed the elephant by the leg and said he's 
like a tree, one walked into his belly and said you two cats are crazy 
he's like the wall. One grabbed him by the tail and said. No, he's life 
a rope. They all argued loud and long about what an elephant is but 
they only got one part of it. And that is the problem with the Warren 
Keport. Nobody will go deep enough, far enough and strong enough to 
take the entire concept and nobody is intelligent enough or clever 
enough to sort from say Point A to Point C with the varying factors that 
go in and out of, because they do not possess the necessary instincts 
and training to take all of the pieces and put them together. That's 
wliats wrong with the Warren Report, that the Peebles didn't run this 
particular lead out or poor people that talked to Ruby, they are all 
dead by stra.nge circumstances, this or that, and the real issues in the 
thing get lost in the mass of the testimony. You don't even have a 
decent medical report because the fellow did a tracheotomy whenever they 
brough h.lm in. The Big Chief was dead when the first shot hit him. 

Tney didn't have to pop him animaore, school was out. But nobody knows 
which way the bullet vent.

Due « 
to a lack of any eyewitnesses ^ 
who could prove the contrary, the v 
five deaths were ruled accidental. ^

Yes ter day I the politically am- 
bitious Assistant District Attor- 
ney, Slim Harrison, was found 
dead in the alligator pit of the 
Staten Island Zoo. A quick in- 
vestigation revealed that Slim 
Harrison had apparently become 
severely despondent because he 
had never uncovered any real evi- 
dence in the assassination. And 
that around 4 a.m, yesterday, he 
apparently broke into the zoo's 
reptile house and jumped into the 
alligator pit, committing suicide. 


The death of Slim Harrison, 
tragic though it was, erased any 
doubt some peoplq, may have had 
that the Borough President's 
Commission was rwrong.

Questioned by Robert E. Lee, Assistant District Attorney 


I had bought Captain Murello'a gym at 517 Canal street, 
4th floor. I believe it was the last of 1959 or the 
first of 1960. I converted it into a turkish bath with 
steam room and resting rooms, steam cabinets and massage 
facilities. Among my customers that came up was a 
gentleman that used the name of CLAY BERTRAND. On 
occasions he would come up there with a younger fellow 
that he called LEE. A few times also with them were two 
fellows - all I can describe them by was that they were 
dark and spoke Spanish along with English. 

Q. This man that came in by the name of CLAY BERTRAND - 
can you describe him physically? 

A. He was a large gentleman. His hair was short. Very 
refined and very pleasant and courteous. Just a 
complete nice guy. 

Q. How tall would you say he was? 

A. Rather tall. 

Q. Taller than you? 

A. Yes. He was pretty heavy. 

Q. When you saw him in the company of this man called 
LEE - in relation to CLAY BERTRAND, what size was 
LEE? 

A. LEE, the reason I noticed him was because he was a 
loudmouth and what I determined a beatnik. He was 
a young fellow, small, slender. The only reasons 
I really noticed this character was that he was 
always popping off about something being done wrong. 

Q. Can you elaborate on that? 

A. Whatever present crisis that the United States would 
be in at the present time — whatever viewpoint the 
Government was taking this LEE found fault with it in 
what I would call a fanatical way. Whenever I would 
hear him I would laugh — just assume he was another 
nut . 

Q. Would you say LEE and the Latins and BERTRAND were 
in the same company frequently or infrequently? 

A. Infrequently. 



Q. Less than twice would you say? 

A. I would say very few times. I would say not over 
five times . 

Q. With the same Latin types? 

A. I don't even know they were the same ones each time. 

Q. But they were Latins? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How do you know that this man's name is CLAY BERTRAND? 

A. When the people come in we have to put down a name ^ 
for records. Tax purposes and our records for who 
it is, how much they have paid. So we would ask 
them their names and they would give us their names 
and we would write them down. 

Q. When he first came in he gave you this name and you 
wrote it down? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did he ever write it down? 

A. If he did it would be on the back of the envelopes 
which we put their valuables in. We would have them 
write their name across the back of the envelope. 

Q. How long would BERTRAND and LEE abd their group 

stay in there? Do you have any way of telling the 
amount of time? 

A. Except for a few customers that would stay there the 
whole evening, the average time for most people would 
be a couple of hours. That's just a basic average. 

A lot of people would use the place for business 
purposes - use the lounge or one of the rooms. 

Q. Would BERTRAND and LEE and the Latin types leave 
together? 

A. Yes. They would come in as a group -- they would 
leave as a group. 

Q. The Latins never appeared there without being in 
the company of BERTRAND? 

A. Not to the best of my knowledge - no. 

Q. Did you ever have Latins there before? 

A. No. 


They are the only ones. 


Q. Was this club expensive? 

A. NO. 

Q. But there was a fee? 

A. Yes. I believe we charged $3.00 for a massage. I 
believe first charge for the baths was $1.50. We 
went up on the prices a little but it was never 
real expensive. 

Q . Do you know CLAY BERTRAND by any other name? 

A. When all this came up in the newspapers and everything 
I thought I recognized the man but I didn't pay it all 
that much attention the first time and then as it kept 
on in the papers and there were pictures, I recognized 
him as the man who used to come up to the club. It 
took a little thought. If it hadn't been for the 
characters that he came up. there with on those occasions 
I probably wouldn't have even remembered the man but 
I had thought it was an odd-ball group, especially to 
be with somebody like him who seemed to be such an 
educated and nice man. I realized that that was the 
man that used the name CLAY BERTRAND. 

Q. Who is this man you are talking about? 

A. CLAY SEIAW. 

Q. Have you ever seen CLAY SHAW on TV? 

A. I think I have but I won't swear to it. I believe 
one afternoon while they were showing the news — 
come to think of it, it was when they interrupted 
a program to show a picture of them coming out of 
the courthouse. I believe that's when I saw him on 
TV. I wouldn't swear to that but I remember that 
they were constantly interrupting programs that I 
wanted to see to show pictures of these people coming 
out of the courthouse. 

Q. Prior to your association with the Canal Street Baths, 
what was your line of work? 

A. Physical therapist in California. My last place I 
had been nine years — at the El Mirador Hotel in 
Palm Springs. 

Q. Did you have occasion to work with some of the better- 
known people there? 

Bill 

A. Yes. I had as clients / Holden, Clark Gable - Kay, 
Clark's wife and so many of them. Patti Page and 
her husband. 

Q. I cim sure they remember you? 

A. Yes. They thought I was one of the most independant 
people they ever knew. 
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Q. What time did you get to work at the Canal street Baths? 

A. Most of the time I was there, in a manner of speaking, 

24 hours because I would sleep right there in one of 
the resting rooms. 

Q. Were you open seven days a week? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Facilities were always available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Any particular times of day that LCAY BERTRAND and 
the Latin types and LEE would appear? Would they 
always appear at certain times? 

A. It would be in the evening. 

Q. When you say evening — early evening? 

A. What I call early evening would be between the hours 
of 7:00 p.m. to 11:00 p.m. 

Q. Did CLAY come up there before he came with the group? 

A. Sometimes with somebody, sometimes by himself. Most 
of the time it was by himself. 

Q. Most of the time CLAY BERTRAND came by himself? 

« 

A. Yes. 

Q. Is there any way you can tell how soon after you 

assumed the management of the Canal Street Baths that 
you first saw BERTRAND with LEE and the Latins? 

A. It would be a long time. 

Q. Several years? 

A. A couple of years anyhow. I will be able to place 

it better when I find out when I sold out completely. 

At first I sold a part interest — 1/4 and then when 
I went in business in Slidell, I sold him 1/2 interest. 

Q. Canal Street Baths is the business you are talking about? 

A. Yes. I don't know the time I sold it out to him 
entirely. 

Q. How would you describe the way LEE was dressed? 


A. 
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I would say casual clothes - slacks, tee shirt. 

Q. Did you ever see LEE with a beard? 

A- I would say yes for the simple reason is that that's 
what brought it to mind, that he reminded me of these 
characters in the French Quarter with these little 
goatees .

ANDREWS advised that the first independent 
recollection' he has in the hospital was in the evening of 
November 23, 1963, when he recalls watching a -TV program 
reflecting the life of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in New Orleans, 
Louisiana. He recalls this program and recalls 0S\?A1 jD as 
an individual that had contacted him previously for legal 
advice. i 

ANDREWS advised that each Sunday, it is his habit 
to take his son to the New Orleans Athletics Club where ho 
Joins with SAII. "MONK" ZELDSN, and his boy In a game of 
handball. ANDREWS advised that on the morning of Hovoraber 24, 
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1963, ho recalls calling ZELDEN and asking him to help 
defend GSV^ALD. He advised he knew where to call ZELDEN 
but states that the details of the conversation with 
ZELDEN , which formerly seemed so clear, are new very hazy 
and have only been refreshed by his conversation with 
ZELDEN. 

ANDREWS advised that he has been told by Sergeant 
DAVIS that on November 24, 1963, he called a TV station and 
told the TV station he wanted to issue a statement and on 
liovember 25, 1963, a TV reporter came to the hospital, but 
he was too ill to see him. ANDREWS advised that he has no . 
recollection of calling the TV station aiid states that 
if he did such a thing ho was "obviously out of his mind" 
as he is well aware that he did not have a firm commitment 
to represent CSV/ALD. Furthermore, he is a candidate for 
position of judge in Jefferson Parish and such an announce- 
ment on' the eve of election, which will be held December 7, 
1963, would bo equivalent to abandoning tho election. 

ANDREVi'S stated that on November 25, 1963, when ho 
furnished information to both the FBI and tho Secret Service, 
that he had been contacted by CLAY BERTRAND, he was positive 
he knew this individual and positive that he had his name 
i'ii his records in his office. Ho adyised that after a 
careful and extensive search of his files he has been unable 
to locate the name Cl-AY BERTRAND ox’ anything similar t^x_it 
ij? any of his files. ANDREV/S stated with regard to the 
^alleged telephone call that he thought he received, it is 
now obvious to him that the basic details which he would 
have irairiediately detei'inined, are not present in the con- 
versation. That is, what authority did BERTRAND have to 
cormnit OSVi'ALD as a client, who referred BERTRAND to him, 
who would handle the finances for the defense, when would 
ho personally see BERTRAND, how could he get in touch with 
BERTRAND and further that he could locate no notes of this 
call in his hospital room. , 
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■ANDR EWS advised th&' 

secretary, EVA SPRINGER, at home and the fact that he 
— e5XI ea~irer~l.s -a— very nmtisual iT^rdent'. ‘ ' 

ANDREV/S advised that his physician has confirmed 
to him that he was a very sick man and under extremely heavy 
sedation and in fact, told him that he was not physically 
able to use the telephone. 

ANDREWS advised that he recalls qn November 25, 

1963, discussing OSWALD and his possible ability to hs-ve 
actually fired the shots from a bolt action rifle and 
he recalls claiming to Sergeant DAVlS that OSWALD did not 
have the ability or "guts" to have actually fired these 
shots in 3^ seconds as related by a newsman. 

ANDREW,? .adviS-ed tji at ba sed on the dlsci^opanc y betwee n 
his moin oi'y and fa cts as related~~to him bv tils eirtp.io ve3^ 
--and^Cu rther , the fact that he cannot identify CLAY BE^’RAND , 
'Tie— can"“roach only one conclusion, that is. that t he call 
receXvcdrb y^Sira w tTile Xn~Hbxel Died Hosl^rtal under_ sedation , 
^as a fjgmentof his imagination. 
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DEAN ANDREV/S, Attorney at Law, Room 623, Maison 
Blanche Building, New Orleans, Louisiana, advised that ho 
returned to work December 2, 1963, after being seriously 
ill at Hotel Diou Hospital, New Orleans, Louisiana, Ho 
advised that ho had been hospitalized with pneumonia 
November 20 through 29, 1963, and dui’ing the time he was 
in the hospital he wap under heavy sedation. 

Mr. ANDREWS advised that on the night of Novembei’ 23, 
1963, between the hours of 6 and 9 p.m, he was awakened by 
the telephone in his room at Hotel Dicu. He advised he 
answered this telephone from a sound sleep and an individual 
who advised his name was CLAY BERTRAND asked him if ho would 
be interested in defending LEE HARVEY OSWALD on the charge 
of murder of President KENNEDY in Dallas, Texas, 

Mr. ANDREWS advised that he told the individual 
who called him that he would give consideration to defending 
OSV/ALD and that BERTRAND told him on the telephone that he 
wvuld call him back. ANUREV/S advised that BERTRAND has 
never called him back. ANDREV/S advised that he was not 
furnished a telephone numbei* where he could reach BERTRAND 
or any other identifying information other than the name 
CLAY BERTRAND. ANDREWS stated that the name CLAY BERTRAND 
seemed familiar to him and so did the voice. 

ANDREWS stated that since ho has returned to his 
office and has been attempting to recall this telephone 
conversation, "Xt seems like a dream to him". ANDREWS 
stated that the principal reasons why he feels that the 
telephone call was not a dream was because of the action 
ho took in contacting Mr. Si\M "MONK" ZELDEN, President of 
the New Orleans CriBiinal Bar Association and a close personal 
friend on Sunday, November 24, 1963 by telephone, reaching , 
him at the Now Orleans Athletic Club and discussing with 
him the propriety of defending OSWALD and asking ZELDEN 
if he would be interested in assisting in the defense. 

ANDREV/S recalls this call and further recalls that it was

Mr. ANDUEV/S advised that he recalled 3L.EE HARVEY 
OSV/AED coming to his offi.ee on three to five occas.lons 
on or about t'ne last week of June, 19S3j and speaking with 
him regarding the possibility of ANDREWS assisting him 

in correcting a Bad Discharge from the United States Marine 
Corps. OSWALD was also interested in deter.mini.ng hi.s status 
as a citizen of the 'United States and determ.lning whether ho 
had disavowed hts citizenship in RussiSi.. He was also . interested 
in the immigration status of his wife in the United States. 
ANDREWS advised that OSWALD arrived at his office late in 
the evening after 5 p.m. and before 6 p.m. and as a result 
his secretary had left and there was no record made of 
his visit in. the appointment book and he, ANDREWS, mad© 
no file on OSWALD'S visit. 

ANDRE'WS advised that OSV/Al-B on the first occasion 
that he entered his office ax'rived at the same tiic.e as four 
other Individuals whom he recalls as ”gay klds'% that is, 

French Quarter sex deviates, ANDREWS advised that h© did not 
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recall v/ho these Individuals were, what connection they 
had with OSWALD, oi' any information why they were all in 
the office at the same time. On another occasion ANDREV/S 
advised that he recalls OSWALD entering the office at the 
same time a Mexican looking youthy who appeared to him to 
be ’’gay*'', entered the office. This Mexican youth had a 
•’butch hair cut” which is a very short hair cut and while 
OS’WALD was speaking with ANDREWS, he remained in the outer 
office. ANDREV/S advised that he did not know this Mexican 
looking youth and has not seen or heard of him since this 
visit from OSWALD and could not identify him even if he 
should see him again. 

Mr. ANDREV/S advised that OSWALD was to bring to 
his office copies of his discharge from the United States 
Mai'ine Corps, a record of his serial number and any other 
papers he had as well as the necessary expanse money to 
enable him (as OSWALD'S attorney) to write to obtain the 
necessary recox'ds. ANDREWS advised that OSWALD never 
* brought the records or the necessary money to pay for 
obtaining a copy of the I’ecords and therefore no action 
was taken by him. 

ANDREWS advised that OSV/ALD came to his, ANDREWS’, 
office the last time approximately July 9, 1963. ANDREV/3 
stated that nothing of importance was discussed and OSWALD 
did not bring his necessary records and did not bring necessary 
funds to enable him, ANDREWS, to take any action for OSWALD.^ 
ANDREV/S stated that he next observed OSWALD on Canal Street 
sevex'al weeks or a month later near the Maison Blanche 
Building passing out some ’’Friends of Cuba I^lterature” . 

ANDREV/S stated that he stopped and spoke to OSV/ALD and 

told him he "must be crazy" to be passing out this literature. 

ANDREV/S said h© also asked him in ”jive talk” when was h© 

going to bring him the bread or in normal English, when 

was h© going to bring the money to finance his case. ANDREWS 
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advised that OSWAX.D could "really dig hep cat talk", that io 
understand jive talk or the slang expressiorEJ used among 
the sex deviates of the French Quarter. ANDREWS advised 
that OSWALD indicated that he did not have the money to 
pay the expenses for the obtaining of his military record 
and made a remark tla t passing out these handbills "was a 
job". ANDREWS slated that at no time did 03V/ALD indicate 
for whom ho was working or indicate that he was being paid 
to pass out "Friends of Cuba Literatuie"..

ODIO has previously noted that the individual she 
believes was OSVTALD spoke only a few words in Spanish to her.

The following investigation was candncted hy Special 
Agent RICHARD J. BURNETT* 

An inquiry was made at the Records Bureau of the 
Dallas Police Department, Dallas, Texas, on Septeniber 15, 1964, 
to obtain photographs of LORAN EUGENE EALD and HOUSTON 

SEYI'OUR, who ware reportedly arrested by the Dallas Police 
Department on charges of in\»astigation for violation of tlis 
Dangerous Drug Daw. 

Miss JUDY HAHN, Clerk, Records Bureau, Dallas Police 
Department , advised on that date that her records to not 
indicate that either HALL or SEYMOUR were photographed by this 
department at the time of their arrest on October 17, 1963. Miss 
HAHN checked with the Identification Division of tiie Dallas Police 
Department and was advised that they have no record of either 
HALL or SByj'lOUR having been pliotographed by this department in the 
past . 

On September 21, 1963, LLOYD SARDEES, Identification 
Division, Dallas County Sheriff's Office, Dallas, Texas, advised 
that his files contain no reference to either HALL or SEYMOUR. 

On September 18, 1964, Mrs. t^ARJORIE RIGBY, Assistant 
Manager, Crestwood Apartments, 1080 Magellan Circle, Dallas, 
advised that her records to not indicate that anyone with the 
surname of **ferrsr" , "FERROR" or similarly spelled surname was 
residing in this apartment development during September, 1963. 

Jirs. RIGBY stated that the rental records of this development 
euro not kept by apartment numbers or street address, but simply 
by the name of the renter. She stated that a person by the 
surname of "FERRER”, or similar name, could w^sll have been living 
with some other tenant, and such Information would not have been 
known to her office. 
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Czi SepteK&sr 22, 1954, DOSALD T'OEITER, 4219 West 
Lovers Lsn©, Dsllse, Texais, ssvised t^&t "he is tlie ovjner of 
the residence next door at 4223 weat .Lovers Lsjieo He 
advised that this house was, until the weehend of Septeiuber 19, 
1964, rented by SYLVIA CDIO» He advised that ODIO resided at 
this address with h«r four small children &-nd a younger sister. 

iMr. TURNER stated that ODio’s brother cam.e to Dallas 
frtm Mia^, Florida, stayed a few days, and then returned to 
Miami, with ODio's four children. He stated that a day or two 
after their departure, ODIO also left for Miami to taXo up 
perruanent residency in that city. He added that she left no 
■forv.’ardlng address. 


On septemfc-er 22, 1964, an inquiry at Knoll Associates, 
Decorative Center, Dallas, fc-rjner srcployer of SYLVIA ODIO, 
revealed that she had left Dallas for Miami, Florida, the previous 
wssXend. She left no forwarding address, but had indicated that 
she would bs living with bar brother, CESAR ODIO, until she found 
a pemanent residence for herself and her children. It is the 
understanding of Knell As-sociatas that Miss ODIO does not intend 
to return to the Dsi3^1as ares, but will permanently reside in 
Miami, Florida.

Councilman James A, Mo- 
reau, author of the ordinance 
requiring motorcycle riders to 
wear helmets, thanked Mayor 
Victor H, Schiro Saturday for 
tht mayor's statement that he 
will veto a revised ordinance 
passed by the City Council 
Thursday.

Piior to 1965, there was no 
such box listing in Dallas.

Dallas sources said the area 
is in Oak Lawn, which is 
across town from the onetimo 
residences of Lee Harvey 
Oswald and Jack Ruby.

Dallas newsmen could find no 
Lee Odom listed in any stand- 
ard telephone or city ^rectory.

Publisher Defends Grants 
as Successful 


NEW YORK (AP) - A Caih 
fornia newspaper publisher re- 
vealed Sunday that he created 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
program to subsidize student, 
labor and cultural groups. 

And, he said, he personally 
gave United Auto Workers 
President Walter Reuther $50,- 
000 ui CIA funds to influence 
West German labor unions, 
Reuther iinmediately replied 
that on one occasion the UAW 
had “agreed reluctantly” to 
transfer the U.S* government 
funds to supplement labor 
union funds being made availa* 
ble to foreign labor unions be- 
cause those unions were then- 
susceptible to Communist sub- 
version. 

Thomas W. Braden, former 
president of the California 
Board of Education, a Califor- 
nia State College trustee and 
publisher of the Oceanside 
Blade-Tribune, wrote in an arti- 
cle in the Saturday Evening 
Post that without the over-all 
CIA program, much of Europe, 
especially Italy and France, 
“probably would have gone 
Communist,” 

Braden wrote in the Post that 
Victor Reuther, assistant to his
